to suspend such attacks would 
change if Iraq resumed its raids 
on Iranian tankers, Besharati 
said; "In that case you have to 
condemn Iraq." 

Iran and Iraq have suspended 
attacks on merchant vessels in 
the Gulf since Tehran accepted 
the UN ceasefire resolution on 
July 18. 

The only reported action since 
Iran agreed to the UN ceasefire 
resolution occurred on July 23 
when Iranian gunboats fired on 
Kuwaiti fishing boats in the nor- 
thern Gulf killing three Egyptian 
fishermen north of the Kuwaiti 
island of Awha. 

Besharati said he expected 
foreign warships to leave the 
Gulf after a peace settlement. 

More than 70 naval ships of 
the United States and its Western 


allies are in the Gulf to protect 
shipping and to sweep for mines. 

Asked whether a delay in the 
withdrawal of foreign warships 
could hinder a settlement of the 
eight-year war between Iran and 
Iraq, he said: "Of course not, but 
their departure will serve peace 
better.” 

Dialogue 

On the question of reflagged 
Kuwait tankers, he said: “After 
the peace -settlement, Kuwait is 
going to bring down the 
American flag and re-write the 
vessels' real names." 

He said Iran was ready to open 
dialogue with the United Stales 
and consider resumption of ties if 
Washington withdrew from the 


Gulf and ended its hostility 
towards Iran. 

Besharati said he expected a 
UN commission of enquiry to 
begin work within 10 days to 
determine who was responsible 
for starting the war. 

Iraq says Iran started the war 
by shelling southern border areas 
in Sept 1980. Iran says Iraq 
began it when it invaded Iranian 
territory later the same month. 

Asked whether be expected 
Resolution 598 to lead to a dura- 
ble peace in the Gulf, he said: 
"Definitely it will." 

Speaking at a news conference 
at the Iranian embassy yester- 
day, Besharati said identifying 
the aggressor in the war was a 
prerequisite for a permanent and 
comprehensive peace.

Iraq seeks ‘genuine’ peace 


BAGHDAD, July 31, (Agen- 
cies): Iraqi government-run 
newspapers warned that Iraq 
would reject any truce that was 
not tied to complete peace in the 
Gulf war. 

The Army newspaper A1 
Qadissiyah said until “genuine 
peace" is assured, “we will main- 
tain our finger on the trigger." 

The newspaper warned that 
Iran's July:!? acceptance of 
Resolution 598 seemed designed 
to let the country catch its breath 
aftera series ofbattlefront losses. 

“We are not so foolish as to be 
bluffed by this game and let the 
dead body (Iran) rise again and 
relaunch aggression against our 
country.” 

Dispute 

Very similar articles appeared 
in two other government-run 
newspapers. A! Jumhuriyah and 
A I Thawra. The co-ordinated 
editorials appeared to be aimed 
aL damping q uick ex pec tations of 
peace among the population. 

Iran and Iraq have been locked 
in a dispute at the United 
Nations over Iraq's demand for 


face-to-face talks before a 
ceasefire, following Tehran's 
decision to accept Security 
Council Resolution 598. 

The Iraqi Air Force flew 1 15 
combat missions along the war 
front during the day, inflicting 
heavy losses, the official Iraqi 
News Agency reported. 

Denied 

iraqi-backed Iranian rebels, - 
meanwhile, denied a claim by 
Iranian acting Commander in 
Chief Hashemi Rafsanjanj that 
they killed 30 patients at a hosp- 
ital in the western Iranian town 
of Eslamabad. 

Tehran Radio said Iranian 
forces “liberated” the town of 
Qasr-e-Shjrin overnight and beat 
back what it described as a “fee- 
ble enemy offensive” farther 
north, killing or wounding hun- 
dreds of Iraqis. 

On Saturday, however, Iraq 
had announced its forces had 
withdrawn from Qasr-e-Shirinin 
a pre-planned pullout after 
achieving its objective of disrupt- 
ing Iranian supply lines and cap- 


turing prisoners. 

The town is only a few miles 
(kilometres) from the border and 
by the two sides' accounts, has 
changed hands several times over 
the past 10 days.

The meeting lasted until the 
early hours of the next day but in 
the end participants voted 32 to 
six, with three abstentions, in 
favour of accepting UN Security 
Council Resolution 598 calling 
for a ceasefire iu the Gulf. Moh- 
tashemi and Rezaei were among 
those opposed, INA said.

Compromise 
‘reached’ on 
F-18deal 

WASHINGTON, July 31, 
(Reuter): Secretary of State 
George Shultz said today a com- 
promise with Congress appeared 
to have been reached that will 
permit the administration to sell 
Kuwait about $ 1 .9 billion ofwar- 
planes and weapons. 

Shultz, in a ' television 
interview, said the deal was 
“pretty well set now.” 

The Reagan administration's 
proposed rale to Kuwait of 40 
F-18 fighters and 300 Maverick 
missiles had been jeopardised by 
congressional opposition. 

Kuwait said it wanted the 
weaponry to protect itself 
against Iran. 

Shultz did not give details of 
the compromise but the New 
York Times said today Kuwait 
would get most of the weapons it 
wanted, with restrictions added 
aimed at minimising any threat 
to Israel. 

Proposed 

Pressure for a’ compromise 
intensified recently when Britain 
negotiated a huge arms deal with 
Saudi Arabia. Riyadh said it tur- 
ned to London because of the 
opposition it must overcome to 
buy arms from the United States. 

“There is a proposed sale of F- 
18 aircraft and associated 
weaponry to Kuwait.” said 
Shultz. “That is on the table 
before Congress and it is in a 
regular process That those arms 
sales go through. 

. “There’s been a lot of discus- 
sion between the administration, 
members of the Congress and the 
government of Kuwait that 
adjusts, potentially, exactly 
what's in that sale a little bit. 
That's obviously been discussed 
with- interested parties and I 
think it is pretty well set now,” he 
said. 

The New York Times said that 
under the compromise, the 
administration would assure 
Congress the sale did not set a 
precedent for arms sales to other 
countries, Kuwait would not 
extend the range of the F-l 8s or 
base the aircraft outside Kuwait, 
and the missiles would not be 
delivered until after all the F-l 8s 
were in operation, probably in 
1994.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 31, (Reuter): Israel jailed a 
leading Palestinian spokesman 
without trial today, and Jewish 
peace activists said the arrest 
would block his efforts to end an 
uprising against Israeli rule in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Faisal Husseini, 4 7-year-old 
scion of a prominent East 
Jerusalem Muslim family, was 
ordered to be detained for six 
months on suspicion of foment- 
ing unrest on behalf of the PLO. 

Security officials said Hus- 
seini, imprisoned without trial 
for 1 2 of the past 1 5 months, had 
resumed the role of chief 
operator of PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat's mainstream Fatah 
wing after his most recent release 
from jail on June 9. 

Jailed 

Security forces arrested Hus- 
seini before dawn along with 
Mustafa Abu Zahar a. head of 
the East Jerusalem Merchants’ 
Association. Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin ordered them 
both jailed for six months. 

Police said they arrested 50 
Jerusalem -area Palestinians over 
the past four days on suspicion of 
demonstrating illegally. Curfews 
remained imposed on 100,000 
residents in Gaza's Sha'ti and 
Jabalya refugee camps and four 
West Bank towns. 

Leftist Israeli political parties 
and the leadi ng peace movement, 
"Peace Now”, condemned Hus- 
seini's arrest. 

The Palestinian Central Coun- 
cil met In Baghdad today to dis- 
cuss support for the uprising 
against Israeli rule in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 


Saudi-US ties still strong 


RIYADH, July 31, (Agencies): 
Saudi Arabia has denied there 
has been any weakening of its 
traditionally strong ties with the 
United States, and said it still 
wanted to buy advanced 
weapons from the US. •

multi-billion arms purchase 
from Britain indicated a weaken- 
ing of lies with the United States. 

“This necessitates clarifica- 
tion that such matters cannot 
affect, from near or far, the firm- 


ness of relations between Lbe two 
countries whose roots have gone 
deep over half a century,” said 
the statement by a government 
spokesman. 

The statement also said that 
the blocking by the US Congress 
of Saudi arms purchases was 
prompted “not as much by hos- 
tility as by submission to pres- 
sures that are well known and 
which have harmed American 
economic interests.” 

The km^dom said it was still 
interested in buying warplanes 
and other “developed defensive'' 
arms from American factories on 
the basis of “full conviction" on 
the part of the United States” of 
Saudi Arabia’s peaceful inten- 


tions and our continuous efforts 
to bringpeace and stability to the 
region.” 

The value of the deal with 
Britain, the second in less than 
three years, has not been dis- 
closed officially, but press 
reports ray it is as high as $30 
billion. This would indicate that 
the United Stales has been sup- 
planted for the first time as the 
kingdom’s main arms supplier. 

Saudi Arabia's efforts to buy 
US arms have been held up by a 
pro-Israeli lobby in Congress 
which argues the weapons could 
eventually be used against Israel, 
although diplomats say the king- 
dom is concerned mainly about a 
threat from Iran. 


AMMAN, July 31. (Agencies): 
King Hussein said today he 
accepted the separation of the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank 
from Jordan, which he said was 
what the PLO wanted. 

“We respect the wish of the 
PLO, the sole legitimate, 
representative of the Palestinian 
people, to secede from us in an 
independent Palestinian state.” 
the king said in a speech broad- 
cast to the nation. 

King Hussein indicated that 
Amman would cut its legal and 
administrative functions in the 
West Bank, which was united 
with Jordan in 1950. 

Citing a “general Palestinian 
and Arab orientation towards 
highlighting the Palestinian 
identity,” he said: 

“I t has also become clear there 
is a general conviction that main- 
taining legal and administrative 
links with the West Bank, and the 
ensuing Jordanian interaction 
with our Palestinian brothers 
under occupation through Jor- 
danian institutions in lbe 
occupied territories, contradicts 
this orientation. 

Respond 

“In view of this line of 
thought... it becomes our duty to 
be part of this direction and to 
respond to its requirements,” the 
king said. 

Jordan last week hal ted iis $ 1 .3 
billion development plan for the 
West Bank, captured by Israel in 
1967, and the king dissolved the 
lower house of Parliament. 

The king said separation 
measures concerned only the 
West Bank and would not aJTecl 
Jordan's many residents of 
Palestinian origin, who hold Jor- 
danian passports. 

“They are an integral pari of 
the Jordanian state. They belong 
to it, they live on its land, and 
they participate in its life and all 
its activities,” he said. 

“Jordan is not Palestine, and 
the independent Palestinian state 
will be established on the 
occupied Palestinian land after 
its liberation, God willing." 

The king said Jordan’s 
measures were consistent with 
the decision of the 1974 Arab 
League summit in Rabat to name 


Experts listen 
to Airbus tape 

NICOSIA. July 31, (API: Avia- 
tion experts today listened to 
cockpit-to-ground conversation 
taped minutes before a US war- 
ship shot down an Iranian 
jetliner, killing 290 people. 

The experts from the Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organ- 
isation, who are in Iran to inves- 
tigate the shooting down of the 
Iran Air jet, also visited a civil 
aviation control centre.

The United 
Stales had been working on for- 
mulas under which Jordan 
would be partially responsible 
for representing the Palestinians 
in peace talks. 

Pro-PLO Palestinians in the 
occupied territories welcomed 
King Hussein’s moves but an 
Israeli source dismissed thechan- 
ges as insignificant. 

An Israeli Foreign Ministry 
official described Hussein's dis- 
solution of the lower Parliament, 
as a “peripheral" step that leaves 
most Jordanian-West Bank ties 
intact. He said it would have no 
immediate impact on Israeli 
policy.

It really is distressing for 
those who find themselves 
prevented from travelling due 
to bearing names similar to 
those banned from travel or 
wanted for justice. 

A Kuwaiti citizen has been 
facing this problem for the 
last 20 years. On several 
occasions he has been taken 
to the police sta tion — only to 
be released after the auth- 
orities discovered the only 
similarity was in the name. 

It is a traumatic experience 
for a man to be booked under 
such circumstances, 
especially during a national 
holiday — like the Eid 
holidays, where he is confined 
to Kuwait till proven 
innocent.

EEC integration worries Gorbachev 


MOSCOW. July 3 1 . (AP): Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev has 
expressed concern that 
European integration of econ- 
omic and military programmes 
could hurt progress in disar- 
mament. the official Tass news 
agency reported today. 

Tass said Gorbachev aired his 
view yesterday, during a meeting 
with West German Foreign Min- 
ister Hans Dietrich Genscher. 
whose agenda in Moscow 
included consultations on plan- 
ned summit conferences between 
the Soviet leader and West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 

Genscher told reporters that 
he and Gorbachev had talked 
about international political 
issues, including East-West 
negotiations on arms conLrol. 
and bilateral West German- 
Soviet affairs.

Nigeria gets 
rid of toxic 
waste

The discovery caused a major 
diplomatic scandal and led the 
economic community of West 
A frican states to press for lejgisla- 
lion making such dumping a , 
criminal offence. 

Describing the incident as a 
major breach of national 
security, Kontagora blamed 
Kalian businessman Gianfranco 
RalTaellt, his Nigerian accom- 
plices and the Italian Embassy as 
those responsible for the dump- 
ing.

Genscher said he had sought 
assurances from Gorbachev Lhal 
new policies of ethnic minorities 
will safeguard the rights of 
Soviets of German origin. 

Germans residing in the Soviet 
Union should have a chance to 
maintain their traditions, lan- 
guage. and also be in a position to 
worship,” Hans- Dietrich Gens- 
cher told a news conference. 

The Foreign Minister said a 
standing Soviet-West German 
humanitarian affairs commis- 


sion would be instructed to study 
the effect on the nearly two 
million Soviets of German stock 
of Kremlin guidelines issued this 
month on relations among the 
country's more than 100 ethnic 
groups. 

Visit 

Genscher spoke at the end of a 
three-day visit that included a 
two-hour meeting with Gorba- 
chev, the Communist Party 
chief, and talks with Foreign 
Minister Eduard A. Shevard- 
nadze. 

Kohl plans to visit Moscow 
this fall, and for a return trip by 
Gorbachev to Bonn in the First 
half of 1989 is tentatively 
scheduled. 

Deadlines 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said Genscher and Shevard- 
nadze agreed during their talks 
yesterday that the summit meet- 
ings will be “a weighty manifes- 
tation" of better relations bet- 
ween their countries. 

Meanwhile, the Communist 
Puny, in resolutions released 
yesterday, set deadlines stretch- 
ing to the end of next year for 


overhauling itself, the Soviet 
government and the judiciary to 
accelerate Gorbachev's wide- 
ranging reform programme. 

The resolutions" touch gen- 
erally on the key issues the 57- 
year-old Soviet leader addressed 
in a speech opening a one-day 
plenary meeting of the 300-plus 
member parly central commit- 
tee. But they leave many of the 
details to party committees and 
legislative bodies. 

The resolutions, released a day 
after the meeting by the official 
news agency Tass, commit the 
party and government apparatus 
to the specific timetaole an 
impatient Gorbachev had 
soughL 

“I want to repeat again and 
again, comrades, that the lime of 
vigorous action has come and we 
must not tarry,'’ Gorbachev, 
told central committee members. 

The most immediate deadline 
is October, when a draft law on 
amendments to the Soviet con- 
stitution and on multi-candidate 
elections of legislators is to be 
finished. The Soviet parliament, 
or Supreme Soviet, will then 
review the proposals. 


Latest incident on the Green Line 

Greek-Cypriot soldier shot 


NICOSIA, July 31, (Reuter): A 
Greek-Cypriot National Guard- 
sman was shot and wounded 
near Nicosia today when he 
entered the Green Line buffer 
zone separating the island's dee- 
ply divided communities. 

The Greek-Cypriot National 
Guard said in a statement 
Evagoras Evagorou, 19. was 
shot in the chest by a Turkish 
soldier but Turkish-Cypriol 
officials said one of their soldiers 
was responsible. 

The officials, quoted by the 
semi-official TAK news agency, 
said the guardsman, dressed in 
civilian clothes, was shot after he 
violated the buffer zone. He 
ignored an earlier warning shot, 
the officials said. 

The Greek-Cypriot statement 
said a Turkish soldier shot 
Evagorou when the guardsman. 


Pier collapse 
kills 30 in 
Malaysia 

KUALA LUMPUR. July 31, 
(AP): Thousa nds of stunned pas- 
sengers watched in horror today 
as a ferry pier collapsed at a city 
on the northwest coast of 
Malaysia, killing at least 30 peo- 
ple and injuring more than 150, 
the national news agency Ber- 
nama reported. 

The pier, on which thousands 
of people were awaiting a ferry to 
Penang Island from Butter- 
worth. about 300 kilometres nor- 
thwest of here, collapsed, Ber- 
nam said. 

Penang Island is about five 
kilometres of Butlerworth in the 
Strait of Malacca. Passengers 
iravel between t the two by motor 
ferries. 

Firemen and Penang port 
commission workers were clear- 
ing Lhe debris late today looking 
for more bodies. Be mama said, 
adding that the death toll could 
rise. 

A stream of cars, motorcycles, 
taxis and vans carried the injured 
to the district hospital in Butter- 
worth and private clinics, it said.

Cyprus has been split since 
1974, when Turkish troops 
occupied its northern third after 
a short-lived coup in Nicosia 
engineered by the mili tary gover- 
nment in Athens. 

Turkish-Cypriols unilaterally 
declared independence in 1983 
but their state is recognised only 
by Turkey. 

The buffer zone winds through 
the walled dty, with Turkish and 
Greek-Cypriot fortified sandbag 
positions separated in some 
places only by the width of a 
narrow street. Troops on either 
side on guard duty round the 
clock frequently engage in con- 
versation to while away the time. 


US mjlitary using 
faulty hardware 


WASHINGTON. July 31, 
( U PI ): America has been flooded 
by faulty foreign-made nuts, 
bolts, screws and washers that 
have caused 61 aviation 
accidents in three years and are 
installed in nuclear plants. Navy 
ships and the space shuttle, a 
congressional report said. 

Most of the defective fasteners 
come from Japan, Mexico, 
Spain. Korea.. Taiwan and 
Poland, said the 1 52-page report 
by the House energy and com- 
merce committee's subcommit- 
tee on oversight and investiga- 
tions. 

The report said foreign 
producers charge high prices for 
top-quality fasteners but supply 
the United Slates cheap imita- 
tions that bear bogus manufac- 
turing muskings to make them 
appear authentic. 

Some companies even supply 
fake laboratory reports to cusr 
tomers questioning the quality of 
goods, said the report, the results 
of a two-year investigation. 

Deaths 

“Several deaths have already 
been attributed to substandard 
fasteners,” the report said. “As 
regretful as this is. the subcom- 
mittee is convinced that it is only 
a matter of time before a major 
tragedy strikes unless vigorous 
and effective efforts are made to 


improve fastener quality." 

More than seven billion bolts 
and large screws are used every 
year in the United Stales, about 
1.5 billion of them a top-quality 
variety used for crucial functions 
in bridges, ships, planes, helicop- 
ters and major construction 
projects, the report said. 

The Defence Department still 
does not know where, or how 
many, bogus fasteners are on 
military bases, the report said. 

Accidents 

“We fear Lhere are still some 
very unpleasant surprises wail- 
ing in the shadows.” it said. 

"The millions and perhaps 
billions of substandard fasteners 
used by our mili tary and sensiti ve 
industries make it a wonder that 
we have not had a major catas- 
trophe," said Rep. John Dingell, 
Democrat- Michigan, the panel 
chairman. 

Dingell and 50 other House 
members introduced a bill two 
weeks ago to require fastening 
devices m “critical use” func- 
tions to be tested by qualified 
laboratories. 

The subcommittee report 
quoted information from the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board that 61 general aviation 
accidents during the past three 
years involved fastener failures, 
resulting in several deaths.

Gorbachev 
also ‘reforms’ 
furniture 

MOSCOW, July 3 1, (Reuter): 
Reforming Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev has also, 
changed Lhe Kremlin fur- 
niture — at least in the room 
where he receives foreign 
statesmen. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
found a small oval table had 
replaced the traditional 
imposing long conference 
table when he called in for 
talks on Saturday. 

Under the new arrangements, 
shown on Moscow Telev- 
ision, the table is in a window 
comer in the Kremlin govern- 
ment offices instead of in the 
centre. 

It seats eight or 10 and is a mere 

1.5 metres wide at the centre. 

Around.it, old-fashioned hard 
chairs have been replaced by 
modem softer brown-leather 
ones. 

In another comer, also by the 
window, is a polished dark- 
wood desk used by Gorba- 
chev apparently when work- 
ing alone preparing for meet- 
ings. 

As General Secretary of' life 
Communist Parly, he also has 
an office in the headquarters 
of the- central committee, 
some fiveminutes’ drive from 
Lhe Kremlin. 


Expelled Armenian 
arrives in Rome 


ROME, July 31, (UPi): Armen- 
ian dissident Parury Airikyan 
arrived in Rome last night to 
complete immigration proceed- 
ings before moving to the United 
States asapolitical exile, officials 
said. 

“I and my organisation are 
fighting for the sovereignty of the 
government of Armenia as well 
as for human rights,” Airikyan 
said. “There are at least another 
10,000 people in Armenia who 
are working for its indepen- 
dence. 

The Soviet dissident was met 
at the airport by his cousin Sylva 
Airikyan, who had flown in 
specially from Paris where she 
has been living for the last three 
years. 

Airikyan thanked the United 
States for the speed with which it 
had responded to his case. 

Expulsion 

Airikyan was stripped of his 
citizenship and expelled against 
his will from the Soviet Union 
last week for "anti-Soviet 
activity” after a wave of strikes, 
demonstrationsand unrest in the 
Armenian Republic.- • 

Airikyan’s exact intentions are 
not known but he' may stay for 
some time-! in an -immigration 
processing centre in Italy before 
flyingon to the United States. He 


said he hoped his wife and three 
children — still in Armenia — 
will be allowed to join him there. 

The Armenian was flown to 
Addis Ababa by Soviet officials a 
week ago and met officials of the 
US Embassy to request political 
asylum, which they said would be 
granted quickly. 

The Ethiopian authorities 
have not commented on the mat- 
ter and neither they nor Soviet 
diplomats appear to have attem- 
pted to hinder Airikyan’s depar- 
ture to the WcsL 

Settlement 

It was not immediately clear 
where in the United States the 
Armenian leader might settle. He 
is reported to have an uncle in 
Los Angeles. 

Airikyan is one of the most 
influential Armenian nationalist 
leaders seeking the inclusion of 
the Armenian-dominated 
enclave of Nagomo Karabakh in 
the Soviet Armenian Republic. 

He has been arrested on 
several occasions in the past and 
accused of "anti-Soviet” 
activities. 

Hisexpulsion followed a series 
of strikes and demonstrations in 
the past few months by Armen- 
ians -seeking secession from the 
• republic- of Azerbaijan; which 
administers Nagorno-Kara- 
bakh. 


Diplomatic offensive against Nicaragua 


Shultz visits Central America 


GUATEMALA CITY, July 31, 
(Reuier): US Secretary of stale 
George Shultz arrives in 
Guatemala tomorrow to try to 
launch a Central American 
diplomatic offensive against 
Nicaragua, but the Sandinislas 
are already branding the meeting 
a failure. 

Shultz meets the foreign mini- 
sters of Guatemala, Honduras, 
El Salvador and Costa Rica for 
one day of talks to seek a consen- 
sus on how to press Nicaragua to 
comply with a regional peace 
plan. 

“I could already describe it 
(tomorrow’s meeting) as a 
failure,” Nicaraguan Vice- 
President Sergio Ramirez said on 
Friday. Nicaragua has not been 
invited to tomorrow’s talks. 

Shultz's trip, which will also 
take him to South America, is 
due to last until August 1 1 and is 
part of Washington’s efforts to 
reassure Latin Americans of con- 
tinued US interesi in their 
problems including debt, peace, 
drugs and trade. 

But while Shultz wants to reas- 
sert solidarity with Washing- 
ton's four Central American 
allies in the final months of 
President Reagan's term of 
office, any agreements on how to

deal with Nicaragua are likely to 
be mainly symbolic. 

"Nicaragua has resisted a 
seven-year USA-funded war and 
repeated criticisms from its 
neighbours in Central America," 
one European diplomat said. 
"One more declaration wouldn't 
make much difference.” 

Resisted 

Since Shultz' last visit to Cen- 
tral America a month ago, the 
Sandinislas have expelled the US 
ambassador and seven other US 
diplomats and cracked down "on 
internal opposition. 


The moves stirred wide inter- 
national criticism and calls in 
Washington for renewed aid to 
the Nicaraguan Contra rebels, 
which was cut off in February. 
But Congress has so far resisted 
further military aid, preferring 
diplomatic pressure. 

In Washington, a senior 
administration official said the 
sort of pressure Shultz was seek- 
ing could be either a statement of 
principles by Central American 
foreign ministers or an attempt 
to get Western European nations 
to use tbeir influence on 
Nicaragua. 

Insisted 

The Central American foreign 
ministers were due to gather here 
on Sunday for preliminary meet- 
ings. 

A US administration official, 
who insisted on anonymity, sug- 
gested lha t a consensus o □ a com- 
mon policy toward Nicaragua 
had been difficult to reach. 

A fragile ceasefire remains in 
place in Nicaragua but there has 
been no progress on a final set- 
tlement between the San dinislas 
and the Contra rebels. The 
impasse has produce calls by 
conservative members of Con- 
gress fora renewal of mili tary aid 
to the rebels. 


Soviets planning a Disneyland 


MOSCOW, July 31, (UPI): 
Soviet planner revealed designs 
for a Russian Disneyland that 
will include an underwater res- 
taurant, submarine rides under 
the Moscow River and a mon- 
orail to whiz guests around the 
amusement park. 

An article in the Moskovsky 
Komsomoleis newspaper said 
that they hope work on the “land 
of miracles," the name of the 
centre, can start in this summer 
to be completed in about nine 
vears in 1997. 

Site 

The article frankly aknowled- 
ged that the park would be 
modeled on Disneyland that 
opened in 1954 and that has 
found imitators in 17 countries, 
but equally important it stated 
that no new parks had been built 
in Moscow since the 1930s. 

"There is simply no place for 
people lo go,” the article said- 
"Tne children's parks built in 
the 1930s with the poor attrac- 
tions are no longer satisfactory, 
and they no longer satisfy the 
Muscovites." it said. 


To fill the gap and pull even 
with the rest of the world in enter- 
tainment, the Soviet planners 
have picked out a 900 acre (350 
hectare) site in Filli-Kuntsevon 
in the centre of M oscow on a high 
hill overlooking the Moscow 
River. 

“No other park in the world 
offers such a landscape,” the arti- 
cle enthused, noting that the site 
is on a high hill overlooking the 
Moscow River and lhat the 
designers plan to si tea restaurant 
on the blufT. 

Below, designs in the news- 
paper showed, the magical king- 
dom unfolding including what is 
called "a magic city” and a fan- 
ciful section that duplicates the 
Icoales of Russian fables with the 
wooden tent roofs structures of 
the Russian countryside. 

A monorail travelling at 168 
miles an hour (280 km and hour) 
will whiz visitors around the 
park, which the architects raid 
must entice adults' imagination 
as well as children — the secret, 
the article, siad ou Disneyland’s 
success. 


The park will not also the 
fairyland castles but a “city of 
time mirages” section, in which 
one city when looked at from 
different sections will one time 
resemble a Kitezh-grad (a Rus- 
sian fairy tale locale), another 
time a medieval castle, and on a 
third look, an Asian city. 

In the river of the park, there 
will be exhibits of underwater sea 
monsters, and wild underwater 
plants, plus a restaurant beneath 
the depths and a submarine to 
take visitors around. 

. As in any Soviet project, 
designs have to be first submit- 
ted. then they are judged and the 
final project then put on the 
drawing board for execution. 
But the article showed an 
acquaintance with the general 
plan, and included sketches. 

They showed the monoral 
cruising above the park, visitors 
sort of skateboard along banked 
causeways on special devices, 
alongside a long walkway under 
the monorail.

The rains that started early this 
month ended two years of 
drought in norLh India, 
promising good crops at last.

Sinhalese continue pact protest 


Two more killed in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, JnJy 31, (Renter): 
Two prisoners were killed in 
prison clashes linked to continu- 
ing protests by Sinhalese 
extremists against a Sri Lankan- 
Indian peace pact designed to 
settle a Tamil separatist war, 
police said today. 

Twelve people were also 
wounded at Negombo prison 
outside Colombo on Saturday 
after suspected members of the 
Marxist People's Liberation 
Front asked other prisoners to 
help hoist black flags and 
demonstrate against the pact. 

One of the dead men was 
reported to be a front member. 

In the 48 hours up to Saturday, 
at least 1 8 other people, most of 
them front members, had been 
killed in protests around the 
island on the first anniversary of 
the pad. 

The front called a general 


strike across Sri Lanka on Friday 
and Saturday and most people 
stayed indoors and shops and 
offices dosed in response to the 
call. The front had threatened to 
kill violators. 

A two-day curfew in the so uth- 
ern province, lifted this morning, 
would be re-imposed as a 
precautionary measure after a 
13-hour break, officials said. 

Residents in the southern Tan- 
galle district said three uniden- 
tified bodies were seen burning in 
a town playground this morning. 

“There were sporadic bomb 
explosions last night. Although 
the curfew was lifted, most shops 
remained dosed and few people 
ventured out into the streets," 
one resident said. 

Few incidents were reported in 
the north and east where the 
separatist Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam also called for a 


two-day protest against the 
accord. 

Residents in Vavuniya said 
figh ting between Tiger rebels and 
some of the 52,000 Indian troops 
trying to enforce the pact had 
been reported on Saturday from 
nearby Mullaitivu and Kibnoch- 
chi districts but had no details. 

A Colombo newspaper repor-

The Guangming daily today 
revealed that Li, sentenced to 
death on Saturday at a public 
trial before 700 people that was 
carried on state television's even- 
ing news, was in police custody 
just beforecommittingthecrime. 

Release 

It said Li, a 23-year-old loader, 
went to Wang’s office throe times 
on Tuesday afternoon. On the 
first occasion, seeing that he was 
drunk, Wang told him to come 
back and discuss his request fora 
job change after he bad sobered 
up. 

Two hous later, he returned, 
brandishing a knife, but was held 
back by bystanders who handed 
him over to police who charged 
him with threatening the security 


of another person, which allowed 
them to detain him for lOdays. 

When U asked to return to the 
’ hold to the pretext of preparthg 
materia] foran-appeal against the 
charge/police let him go’.Hetook 
• a kitchen - knife from the- hotel 
canteen and went back to Wang’s 
office, stabbing her nine times in 
the head. 

In an editorial on the case, the 
People’s Daily today voiced rare 
public criticism of the police. 

“Police bear the major respon- 
sibility for protecting the lives of 
entrepreneurs. This tragedy 
reveals a concern that some 
policemen lowered their guard.” 
it said. 

It said the case had aroused 
nationwideindignation, a call for 
strict punishment for the mur- 
derer and for protection for the 
legal rights ana personal security 
of entrepreneurs. 

“Protecting entrepreneurs is 
to protect the reforms,” it said. 

"Our security is not guaran- 
teed," officials of the Chinese 
Entrepreneurs Association told 
today's Economic Daily. 

“As the reforms deepen, we 
entrepreneurs are the focus of all 
kinds of conflict. We face every 
kind of obstacle, illegal slanders, 
threats and injury," the unnamed 
officials said. 


Singapore opposition 
urged to take part in polls 


SINGAPORE, July 3 1 ,< U PI): A 
high-ranking official today 
encouraged “honest" critics of 
the government to seek office and 
expressed thehope that aileast a 
half dozen opposition candidates 
will join Parliament in elections 
Scheduled Ibr laler this'yeajv : 

The comments by S. Rajarat- 
nam, a senior aide to Prime Mini- 
ster Lee Kuan Yew, marked the 
first time that a government 
official has urged opposition for- 
ces to field candidates for the 
voting. 

“This should be good for Sin- 
gapore, the government official 
told a news conference. "I hope 
there will be a mini mum offive to 
six good, intelligent opposition 
members in Parliament later this 
year. But they must be capable 
Singaporeans who are honest." 

Monopoly 

Lee has drawn strong criticism 
from opponents who claim that 
he has suppressed dissen t in a bid 
to establish absolute rule in the 
.former British colony. 

A number of attorneys, social 
workers and other professionals 
have been branded as marxlst 
conspirators and imprisoned in 
recent months. 

Lee's ruling People's Action 
Party has held a virtual mono- 
poly in Parliament since 1 972 and 


. won all but two of the leg- 
islature’s. 79 seats in 1984 elec- 
tions, though its share of the 
popular vote dropped to 63 per 
centfrom 75 percent in 1980. ■ 

Government officials have 
explained the approximation of 
single-party rule by saying that 
opposition candidates are ill 
prepared for office. 

The government has not set a 
date for elections required to be 
held by the end of the year, and 
Rajaratnam — a former foreign 
minister and deputy prime mini- 
ster — do not say when the voting 
would take place. But he urged 
“capable Singaporeans,” even 
those who disagree with Lee's 
policies, to step forward. 

Francis Seow, a former 
soliciLor-general and now a 
prominent attorney, was briefly 
imprisoned earlier this year and 
accused of collaborating with 
USD embassy officials to stir up 
anti -government sentiment by 
encouraging disgruntled profes- 
sionals to seek office. 

Seow has said since his release 
that he will run for Parliament as 
an opposition candidate. 

“The imprisonment of Seow 
has been a total abuse of power 
by the government,” said Chiam 
See Tong, an opposition Mem- 
ber of Parliament and secretary- 
general of the Singapore 
Democratic Party. 


Bangladeshi 
tribesmen 
return home 

DHAKA, July 31. (Reuter): 
About 1.500 tribespeople who 
fled to India to escape fighting 
between troops and separatist 
rebels in southern Bangladesh 
relumed home in the past two 
weeks, officials said today. 

Thousands more facing hun- 
ger and disease were expected to 
come back soon, officials said. 
They said those returning told 
them nearly 500 people died of 
diarrhoea, dysentery and mal- 
nutrition in camps in Tripura 
state during the past year, 
f Bangladesh says nearly 30.000 
tribespeople have fled their 
homes in the Chittagong Hill 
Tracis, scene of a 15-year 
separatist insurgency by the 
Shami Bahaini. 

The Shan t is, mostly Chakma 
tribesmen, took up arm* in 1973 
after the government rejected 
autonomy for the 5,500 square 
mile tracts bordering India and 
Burma. They also want expul- 
sion of 300,000 Bengali-speaking 
Killers. 

Official figures show more 
than 1,500 rebels, soldiers and 
civilians have been killed in the 
sporadic bush war. which Dhaka 
* says is backed by India. New 
Delhi denies the charge. 

A Foreign Ministry official 
said refugees expressed a desire 
to come home when Bangladeshi 
delegation visited some -Tripura 
camps early this month but the 
Shantis and their supporters 
wefe preventing many returning. 


Politician’s racist remark 
sparks uproar in Japan 


TOKYO.July31,(AP): Asenior 
politician's insulting remarks 
about blacks in the United States 
have once again touched off 
debate over racist sentiments in 
this country. 

Michio Watanabe, policy 
chief of the governing Liberal 
Democratic Party, suggested 
that US blacks frequently use 
credit cards but care little about 
paying their bills. 

"Among those guys over there 
(US) are aloi of blacks and soon 
who would think without con- 
cern. ‘we’re bankrupt. Now we 
don't have to pay anything 
back." Watanabe said recently to 
party members. 

The senior politician is widely 
believed to aspire to the premier- 
ship. 

Watanabe made the com- 
ments at a lime when Japanese 
advertising for consumer goods 
often portrays blacks only as sexy 
dancers and good athletes, sug- 
gesting a widespread patronising 
aLtitude. 

The US embassy said it 
"deplored any disparaging com- 
ment that, consciously or uncon- 
sciously. uses demeaning 
stereotypes of any American to 
make a point.” 

Watanabe apologised, saying 
two days later that he regretted 
his "misleading and inadver- 
tent" comments. 

The Sogo department store in 


Tokyo also drew fire recently for 
displaying men's clothing on two 
black mannequins in dance poses 
with crossed eyes and huge red 
lips. 

“There was absolutely no 
intention of creating any racist 
display/’ said the store's deputy 
manager. Hideo Kinoshila. "To 
us, they were lively and energetic. 
We just put suits on them in what 
we thought was a tasteful dis- 
play.” 

The store dismantled the man- 
nequins after two weeks, as plan- 
ned, and does not intend to put 
up other such displays in the near 
future, Kinoshila said. 

Sanrio, a major gift manufac- 
turer, had sold since 1985 a pair 
of black dolls named Sambo and 
Hanna. The company also mark- 
ets Bibina, a wide-eyed black doll 
with a red-lipped grin. 

“There were no racist sen- 
timents behind them,” said San- 
rio spokesman Kazuo Tomatsu. 
“Our corporate policy is to 
promote love and friendship, but 
some people found these 
products offensive, so we have 
cancelled their production.” 

The move will cost Sanrio 
about $11.5 million, Tomatsu 
said. Sanrio's annual sales are 
56 15 million. 

Takara, Japan’s No. 2 
toymaker, also makes Dakko- 
chan, an inflatable black doll 


with big eyes and red lips. It was 
Japan's top-selling toy when 
introduced in I960, so Takara 
made it its corporate logo. Japan- 
ese still buy 100,000 of them a 
year. 

The Japanese embassy in 
Washington reported receiving 
several phone calls of protest 
after photos of the mannequins 
and reports of Watanabe’s com- 
ments were published in the 
United Slates. 

Watanabe’s apology was the 
second he made to a foreign 
country. In February, he told 
China he was sorry for saying 
Lhat people in remote Shamu 
province “have dug themselves 
into pits and are still living 
there.” 

Watanabe's gaffe recalls for- 
mer Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone's remark in 1986 that 
the US intellectual level was low 
because of the large numbers of 
blacks, Puerto Ricans and Mex- 
icans. 

Nakasone subsequently issued 
an apology to the people in the 
US. 

Earlier this year, Seisuke 
Okuno was fired from his cabinet 
post as director general of the 
National Land Agency for say- 
ing Japan was notan aggressor m 
World War II. but “fought- to 
protect- itself at a time when the 
white race had turned Asia into a 
colony.” 


Afghan rebels urged to hold off raids 


Attacks slowing Soviet pullout 


PESHAWAR, July 3 1 , ( AP): An 
Afghan resistance leader said 
lhat guerrilla attacks in Afghan- 
istan are delaying the Red 
Army's withdrawal, and he 
urged the rebels to hold off on the 
raids and let the Soviets leave. 

Radio Kabul reported that 
rocket attacks killed at least five 
people in the eastern Afghan city 
of Jalalabad. It blamed the 
attacks on Muslim guerrillas. 

The Saturday report, mon- 
itored in Pakistan, said 34 rock- 
ets blasted the city about 120 
kilometres east or Kabul, Afgh- 
anistan's capital. It said 1 1 peo- 
ple were injured. 

“If the Soviets are really with- 
drawing and not bringing 
problems and harm to the areas 
they are withdrawing from ... 
they should let them go,” resis- 
tance leader Burhanuddin Rab- 
bani told the Associated Press. “I 
believe the Soviets should go 
sooner and we should not stop 
them.” 


Under terms of a UN- 
mediated accord signed on April 
14, the Soviets began withdraw- 
ing their troops from Afghanis- 
tan in May and are to have them 
all out by February. The Red 
Aqny entered Afghanistan in 
1979 to support the government 
in its war with anti-Marxist 
guerrillas. 

Hesitation 

Rabbani said the Soviets 
“hesitate” to withdraw from a 
post when guerrillas begin to 
apply pressure because they 
don't believe the Afghan Army 
can survive alone. “So they are 
making their withdrawal 
movement slower than before," 
he said. 

Rocket attacks on the Afghan 
capital have prompted foreign 
embassies to reduce staff and 
encourage dependents to leave 
the country. In a single week in 
mid-July, as many as 200 rockets 
blasted the capital, said Western 
diplomats. 


Britain plans to evacuate 10 of 
its citizens from Afghanistan this 
week because of fears of 
increased guerrilla attacks on 
Kabul, the Foreign Office said 
on Saturday, 

It has advised 98 others to 
leave the war-lorn country. That 
includes 45 Britons and 53 
citizens of other countries which 
Britain represents in Afghanis- 
tan. including Australia, New 
Zealand and Finland. 

intense guerrilla rocket 
attacks on the Afghan capital 
last week did nothing for the 
defenders' morale, but the 
Soviet-backed government is far 
from beaten, say political and 
military analysts. 

The mujahedeen guerrillas 
demonstrated their ability to 
direct heavy fire on to the city 
with comparative impunity. 

But although the mujahedeen 
can make life extremely 
unpleasant inside Kabul, they 
have never threatened the overall 


defence of the city, say Western 
diplomats. 

"I do not think there is any 
possibility of them taking the city 
or having any major confronta- 
tion at the moment,” said one. 

The strength of the attacks 
shows the guerrillas have made 
gains since the Soviet Union 
began withdrawing its troops on 
May 15. 

About 170 1 22 mm rockets fell 
on Kabul last week, an assault 
unprecedented since 1984/85 and 
one of the biggest of the nine- 
year war. 

Each of the Chinese-made 
rockets, according to a military 
expert, can flatten a typical two- 
storey Afghan house and badly 
damage a reinforced concrete 
building. 

At the height of a barrage early 
last Saturday, the rebels fired 
salvoes of eight to 12 rockets at 
military installations and areas 
where Soviet and government 
personnel were sleeping. 


Burma keeps 
mum over 
arrest of 
dissidents 

BANGKOK, July 31, (AP): The 
Rangoon government remained 
silent today on the fate of Bur- 
ma's leading dissident and at 
least a dozen other people arres- 
ted in a nighttime sweep that 
began over the weekend. Wes- 
tern diplomats said. 

Among those rounded up were 
retired Brigadier Aung Gyi, the 
dissident, and Associated Press 
correspondent Sein Win, a 66- 
year-old veteran Burmese jour- 
nalist who was jailed for three 
years in the 1960s for defending a 
free press in Burma. 

The reported arrests occured 
one week after Burmese strong- 
man Ne Win resigned as chair- 
man of the ruling party and set in 
motion the first major leadership 
changes in 26*years. 

Replacing him as head of the 
Burma Socialist Program Party 
was Sein Lwin, widely regarded 
as a hardliner who was criticised 
by Aung Gyi for his involvement 
in a bloody suppression of 
student riots last March. 

In Washington, US State 
•Department spokesman Nancy 
Beck said' American officials m 
Burma "understand that as 
many as 25 people have been 
arrested in the last 24 hours.” She 
confirmed they include Aung 
Gyi and Sein Win. 

Inquiries 

Beck said US officials had no 
details on the arrests themselves 
and added, “We are marking 
inquiries but are limited in what 
we can do by the fact that Sein 
Win is a Burmese, not a US 
citizen.” 

Sein Win, a onetime publisher 
of the English-language daily 
newspaper, the Guardian, was 
jailed and his newspaper nation- 
alised. In 1963, he was awarded 
the Golden Pen of Freedom by 
the Paris-based International 
Federation of Journalists. 

Aung Gyi, 70. had been writ- 
ing a series of letters decrying 
economic and political decay in 
Burma. He targeted Sein Lwin 
for special censure and several 
analysts had predicted Aung Gyi 
would be silenced. 

Aung Gyi, who fought with Ne 
Win against the Japanese in 
World War 1 1 , was once regarded 
the leader's possible successor. 


Chinese 

abandon 

girls 

BEIJING, July 3 1 , (Reuter): The 
number of babies being aban- 
doned in Beijing, most of them 
girls or handicapped, is increas- 
ing, a newspaper said today. 

China Youth News, calling 
such abandonment an "unfor- 
givable crime against the 
innocent,” said 18 babies had 
been left at Beijing railway sta- 
tion in the first five months of this 
year, against 38 in ail oflast year 
and 19 in 1986 and 14 in 1985, 
Babies, ranging in age from 
several days to five years, have 
also been abandoned at Peking 
hospitals and even on the street 
ana tbe number is going up, it 
said. 

Most were girls or handicap- 
ped with a congenital defect such 
as being blind, deaf or dumb, it 
said. 

It blamed the phenomenon on 
broken families, prejudice in 
remote areas against girls, 
marriages between relatives that 
led to offspring with congenital 
disorders and babies being born 
out of wedlock. 

The newspaper said it cost the 
state more than 2,000 yuan 
(5540) a year to support each 
baby. 

Such abandonment was com- 
mon in pre*I 949 China but that it 
should still be widespread today, 
witb culture and society so 
developed, must lead to serious 
social concern, it added. 


Soldiers raid rebel hideouts 


Filipino troops seize weapons 


MANILA, July 31. (Reuter): 
Philippine troops seized dyn- 
amite and computers in weekend 
raids on suspected hideouts of 
communist rebels and soldiers 
loyal to Ferdinand Marcos, the 
military said today. 

A soldier and a civilian were 
killed and 1 5 people wounded on 
Thursday when a passenger jeep 
blew up on a land mine planted 
by guerrillas in southern Davao 
oriental province, military 
reports said. 

Brigadier-Genera] Rodolfo 
Biazon said security forces on 
yesterday confiscated 360 sticks 
of dynamite, a machinegun, 
boxes of ammunition and deton- 
ating devices from a warehouse 
suspected to be used by troops 


loyal to Marcos. 

The military has linked pro- 
Marcos soldiers lo three of five 
failed coup attempts against 
President Corazon Aquino. 

“This can kill a lot of people." 
the chief of the M anila area com- 
mand said after the raid on the 
building in outlying Caloocan. 

On Friday, troops seized 
home-made bombs and detained 
eight people in a raid on another 
supposed “loyalist” hideout in 
the area. Four of the eight were 
released after questioning. 
Computers 

In Dagupan, 170 km north of 
Manila, soldiers on Saturday 
raided an abandoned communist 
hideout and seized two com- 
puters and other equipment, the 


military said. 

Presidential spokesman 
Teodoro Beni gno today deneid a 
charge by US Senator Robert 
Dole that Manila was playing a 
game of "brinkmanship and 
bluff' in the stalled negotiations 
on the future of American 
military bases in the country. 

“There is no bluff, there is no 
bluster. We arc seriously 
negotiating and .. the govern- 
ment position is backed by a solid 
majority of our people/’ Ben- 
i gno said. 

Bishop Francisco Claver. 
head of the Social Action Office 
of the country's Roman Catholic 
Church, said today that church 
leaders would be willing to 
mediate in peace talks.

Libya mediating 


Gulf still has ‘couple of hundred’ mines 


ABOARD USS CONQUEST 
IN THE GULF. July 31, (AP): 
This old US Navy minesweeper 
and five others like it may remain 
in the Gulf until an estimated 
'•couple of hundred” mines still 
lurking in the waters are found 
and destroyed, according to US 
officers. 

While a ceasefire in the Iraq- 
inin war would probably keep 
fresh mines from being laid, 
those already deployed could 
pose a danger to shipping for 
years to come unless cleaned up. 

The task falls to ships like the 
creaky. 800-ton Conquest, 
whose crew works these days in 
1 30-dcgree (54 Centigrade) deck 


temperatures, using a yellow 
submersible robot called Sea 
Rover to locale mines, and trail- 
ing gear to cut the cables that 
moor them to the seabed. 

When a submerged mine 
shows up on the ship's sonar 
screen. Navy divers are guided to 
the spot and attach explosives, 
which are then detonated by time 
fuse or remote control. 

Capt. Jim Miller, "Com- 
modore" of the American mine- 
sweeping force, declined to 
predict how long the tedious and 
dangerous job of clearing the 
Gulf might require. 

“But we're not going to do it in 
a week or two weeks.” he said in 
an interview. “It's going to take a 


lot longer than that." 

Miller said this could mean 
some or all of the six US mine 
sweepers in the Gulf might be 
excluded from a force cutback 
promised by US officials when 
and if Tehran and Baghdad for- 
mally agree to a truce in their 
nearly 8-year-old war. 

The wooden-hulled US mine 
sweepers, all built in the early 
1950s but updated for Gulf duty 
with modern sonar, navigation 
and mine-hunting gear, compr- 
ise about a third of the US naval 
force now in the Gulf. 

Their “mothership” is the 
amphibious landing ship 
Dubuque, which also carries a 
ready reaction force of about 400 


marines and eight helicopters. 

US military sources in 
Washington say it is possible the 
six aging mine sweepers would be 
turned over to any Gulf Arab 
slates that wanted them, rather 
than returned to the United 
States. 

The Navy has 15 other mine 
sweepers of similar vintage, and 
is building 31 new, state-of-the- 
art ships for hunting mines. 

Miller said he had “no first 
hand knowledge” of such a plan, 
but noted that scores of former 
US warships are sailing with 
other navies around the world. 
“My old minesweeper and ray 
old destroyer are now part of Lhe 
Spanish Navy,” he said. 


ABU DHABI, July 31, 
(KUNA): Libya currently is 
mediating between an Arab 
country and Iran to restore 
severed’diplomatic ties following 
Iran’s acceptance ofUN Security 
Council Resolution 598, press 
reports said here today. 

Daily Al Ittihad quoted Arab 
diplomatic sources in Rabat as 
saying that Libya in the past few 
days made contacts with Tehran 
and an Arab capital that revealed 
Iran's keenness to improve rela- 
tions with Arab countries that 
had broken relations with it. 


The sources also expected that 
the Libyan leader Moamar 
Khaddafi will pay a visit to 
Tehran next month that will be 
preceded by a trip to Tripoli by 
Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayau at the conclusion 
of the current mission in the 
United Nations.

Opportunity knocking 
at the doors of Iran 


WHEN Iran announced its acceptance of the UN 
Security Council Resolution 598 calling for peace in the 
region, the first negative reaction was Israel's. 

An arms merchant in Israel described the Iranian 
decision as “catastrophic” as Israel would lose an arms 
market. 

Israel and some other arms exporting countries were 
shocked by the Iranian decision. Additionally, the cron- 
ies of some big countries had ditTerent visions about 
peace in the region. They desired a temporary, though, 
unstable peace, which could be broken at any time to be 
tailored to their best business interests. The concept was 
basically to push the region into a state of cold war and 
then an actual war in the true sense of the word. 

These obvious and vital facts should be realised by 
Iran. 

Iran must comprehend that without establishing good 
friendly relations with the states in the region and without 
dropping the path of war and terrorism, it will never 
stand to benefit, rather it would contribute to their loss. 

The Iranian people who welcomed peace openly, will 
certainly punish the Iranian political machine if it fails to 
accept peace. The Iranian people who earnestly desire 
peace will be forced to punish the leadership for two 
mistakes — for continuing the war, and for not entertain- 
ing peace. Thus, retribution would be cumulative. 

Since the Iranian people are welcoming the prospects 
of peace, the Iranian leadership could avail and benefit 
from this golden opportunity. 

A step towards acceptance of peace was a terrifying 
thought for the Iranian leadership in the past. The 
Iranian situation is better at present for achieving peace. 
Rather than waiting for the departure of Khomeini, 
when therecould beacivil war, Iranian leaders should try 
to put an end now to the eight-year-long crisis, which left 
over one million dead and hundreds of thousands 
injured. 

Opportunity is knocking at the doors of the Iranian 
leadership and it would be to Iran's advantage to ride the 
peace tide which is so warmly accepted and welcomed by 
the Iranian people. 

The whole region sincerely desires peace and along 
with it wants to see the return of good neighbourly 
relations which prevailed prior to the war.

Jordan bows to 
PLO on West Bank

BAGHDAD. Iraq, (AP): By 
scrapping an economic develop- 
ment plan for the West Bank, 
Jordan's King H ussein has posed 
a challenge to Israel, the United 
States, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and the Arab 
world as a whole. 

His government on Thursday 
cancelled a proposed $1.3- 
biliion. five-year development 
plan for the West Bank — the 
portion of Palestine that Jordan 
ruled from 1 948 until Israel cap- 
tured it in 1967. 

Jordanian officials said fur- 
ther steps to redefine relations 
with Palestinians may soon 
follow. 

Overly strong measures could 
shake the foundations of a king- 
dom with a majority population 
of Palestinian refugees and 
immigrants tied by blood and 
bank accounts to the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

In scrapping the development 
plan. Jordan has dramatically 
shifted policy, stepping aside in 
favour of the PLO. which had 
criticised the plan as an attempt 
to buy Palestinian support away 
from the PLO when it was adop- 
ted in 1 986. 

Backing 

The plan, however, never won 
anything like the financial back- 
ing from abroad Jordan needed 
to reach the billion-dollar goal. 

Hussein's derision was a bow 
to recent Arab summit resolu- 
tions placing the Palestinians' 
political and financial fate lar- 
gely in the hands of the PLO. 

For Israel and its American 
supporters, grappling with the 
current Palestinian uprising in 
the occupied lands, it means that 
for now there is no viable alter- 
native to dealing with the PLO if 
they want peace. 

Both have shunned the organ- 
ization. claiming it is u terrorist 
body and — more significantly 
- - fearing its demand for a Pales- 
tinian stale on the flank of Israel. 

Both have tried for two 
decades to force the Palestinians 
under Jordan's wing, and to talk 
peace with Jordan without the 
PLO. 

But Hussein said at the Arab 
summit in Algiers he would not 
negotiate with Israel over Pales- 
tine. repealing a warning he gave 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz in April. 


That leaves Shultz's Middle 
East peace effort, keyed on Jor- 
dan, twisting in the political 
wind. 

Jordan's move also challenges 
the PLO. which for more than 
two decades has failed to win 
open recognition from either 
America or Israel. 

The PLO also must find ways 
to aid the occupied territories 
that bypass Israeli security aimed 
specifically at halting PLO 
influence. 

Recognition 

Hoping to encourage mode- 
rate Jordanian influence. Israel 
had tacitly co-operatcd with Jor- 
dan's development plan prior to 
the Palestinian uprising and per- 
mitted a Jordanian bank to open 
branches in the territory. 

Jordan may be seeking to force 
the PLO and Arab leaders to 
recognise its essential role in aid- 
ing the West Bank.

War-torn southern region 

Sudanese government under pressure to rush food

KHARTOUM, Sudan; Pressure 
is building at home and abroad 
for the Sudanese government to 
rush food to starving people in its 
war-torn southern regions. 

In Wau! more than 4,000 des- 
titute and hungry people huddle 
on verandas, partially exposed to 
the rains. 

Every morning, “lhe priests 
come out and pick up some 20 to 
30 dead,” says a Sudanese relief 
official, dting details from a 
recent survey of Wau by the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC). 

In Aweil. another southern 
town, 2,48 1 persons died of hun- 
ger or hunger-related diseases 
between May 1 and June 26. 
according to radio reports from 
there. 

In Malakal, a large southern 
dty and main drop-off point Tor 
food convoys, relief stocks are 
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likely to run out soon, Sudanese 
and international relief officials 
say. 

In Torit, some 10 adults and 
five children are dying of hunger 
each day, according to Sudanaid, 
a local group, and Norwegian 
Church Aid. .Rebels recently 
attacked a food and military con- 
voy en route to Torit from Juba. 

All four of Lbese towns are held 
by the government and caught in 
the five-year war launched by 
southern rebels seeking a stron- 
ger voice in a unified Sudan. 

Both the government and the 
rebels are being blamed for con- 
tributing to the starvation by 
their action — or inaction. 
Suffering 

Some Sudanese church and 
government officials and Wes- 
tern diplomats are calling for 
Prime Minister Sadiq A1 Mahdi 
to act quickly to relieve the suf- 
fering of an estimated 3.5 million 
people in need of food assitance. 


These officials want prompL 
approval of an ICRC plan to 
deliver food to stricken towns in 
both government — and rebel- 
held areas. But the ICRC plan 
has run into a series of snags and 
objections, especially from the 
mililai 7 , that could delay 
deliveries for months, according 
to Sudanese and international 
sources here. 

The government and rebels 
agreed earlier this year that the 
ICRC would be allowed to assist 
three towns on each side of the 
conflicL On thegovemmentside, 
the towns are Wau, Malakal, and 
Juba.

Emotional tug of war for daughter

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
(AP): A drama reminiscent of 
The Official SLory.’ the 1986 
movie about an Argentine family 
that adopts the child of a woman 
who “disappeared” during the 
military rule of the 1970s, is being 
played out in real life. 

Ten-year-old Juliana was han- 
ded over to her grandmother last 
month after living almost since 
birth with journalists Jose and 
Carmen Trevino. 

Juliana is the daughter of a 
young Argentine couple who 
were arrested and presumed 
killed in 1977 by security forces 
trying to curtail leftist urban 
guerrillas. 

More than 9.000 people vani- 
shed in lh< “dirty war” that was 
the backdrop for "The Official 
Story,” judged the best foreign 
film of the year by the US 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences. 

According to the human rights 
group the Grandmothers of the 
Plaza de Mayo, about 400 chil- 
dren were bom to women who 
died in captivity. Many were 
adopted by families who wanted 
children and didn't question 
where they came from. 

So far, 48 have been identified 
by the, Grandmothers, an off- 
shoot of the more widely known 
mothers of the Plaza de Mayo, 
which is comprised of the moth- 


ers of “los desapareddos,” the 
disappeared. 

Both groups take their name 
from the plaza outside govern- 
ment house where every Thurs- 
day afternoon since 1977 they 
have marched in silence to locate 
their children and to seek 
prosecution of those responsible 
tor the disappearances. 

Juliana's case is special 
because — unlike in the movie or 
other instances in real life — the 
Trevinos never hid the facts 
about her origin. They tried to 
determine her real identity, told 
her she was adopted and com- 
pleted all Lhe paperwork to 
become her legal parents. 

“From the first moment, we 
told Juliana she was adopted. As 
the democrat I am, 1 tried to find 
the truth ...” Trevino said in an 
interview with the Associated 
Press. 

“If her real parents appeared, 
my wife and I told ourselves we 
would rip up the documents” 
and give Juliana back, Trevino 
said in one of many interviews 
that have been broadcast on 
radio and television. 

After two years of fruitless 
searching, the Trevinos con- 
cluded that Juliana, who bad 
been found in the doorway of a 
building near a Buenos Aires 
hospital and taken to an orphans 
home, had been abandoned. 

In 1979, a court issued adop- 
tion papers. 


Still," however, there were 1 
doubts. And when the Grand- 
mothers helped organise a blood 
bank to determine the identities 
of lost children through genetic 
analysis, the Trevinos con- 
tributed a sample from Juliana. 

That sample proved Juliana 
was the daughter of Pedro 
Fabian Sandoval and Liliana 
Fontana, who was pregnant 
when the couple was arrested on 
July 1, 1977, and the grand- 
daughter of Clelia Deharbe de 
Fontana. 

On June 23, the same day they 
received the disheartening news 
from the blood bank, the 
Trevinos were order to appear in 
court. There, judge Juan Ramos 
Padilla gave them two choices: 
hand over Juliana to her grand- 
mother. or to a foster home. 

According to Trevino, the last 
time he and his wife saw Juliana 
was at 2 am June 24 when they 
left her at Mrs Fontana's home in 
the village of Caseros about 60 
miles (97 kms) southeast of the 
capital. 

“Juliana understood that she 
was going to be torn from our 
side and cried desperately — 
‘Not tonight, mommy. Let me go 
tomorrow in the light,"' said 
Trevino. 

Mrs Fontana has not com- 
mented publicly on the case, in 
part out of concern that publicity 
might hinder Juliana's recovery 
from a traumatic experience.

WASHINGTON: A virtual civil 
war in northern Somalia has 
posed the stiffest military 
challenge yet to the United 
States -backed government 

Fighting between rebel and 
government forces, centred in 
the provincial capital of Har- 
geisa, has been fierce at times 
since it began May 27, according 
to Somali exiles, LIS officials, 
and human rights monitors. The 
rebel Somali National 
Movement (SNM), claims to 
control much of northern 
Somalia, including Hargeisa, but 
admits it has not made inroads 
into the key port of Berbera. The 
Somali Embassy here denies any 
rebel gains. 

The US government, which is 
sending $4J million in military 
and economic aid this fiscal year, 
has been quietly concerned 
about the fighting in this 
strategically located East 
African nation. The US enjoys 
access to Somali military 
facilities. 

President Mohammed Siad 
Barre's age and health have 
brought additional worries 
about a possible looming succes- 
sion crisis. In mid- J une President 
Siad Barre cancelled a visit to the 
US at the last minute. 

Denied 

Foreign journalists have been 
denied access to the country, and 
details-hflve been -sketchy. Con- 
. servatiVe estimateaputithodea th 
toll in the north at several 
thousand. Human rights organ- 
izations such as Amnesty Inter- 
national report a rise of viola- 
tions in a country that has seen 
years of alleged torture by 
security forces. According to the 
New York-based Human Rights 
Watch, the government has 
blocked shipments of food and 
medical supplies to northern 
civilians. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross says it has been 
denied access to Hargeisa, 
though it has been allowed to 
deliver medical supplies to two 
smaller northern cities. Western 
relief workers have been 
evacuated. And refugees are 
flooding into Ethiopia and 
Kenya, according to the UN high 
commissioner for refugees. 

US officials play down SNM 
claims of major military vic- 
tories, saying that recently an 
equilibrium of sorts has been 
established in Hargeisa, with 
some flare-ups. Moreover, they 
say that as long as the fighting is 
contained in the North, Siad 
Barre's position is fairly secure. 

“It appears that both the 
Army and the SNM are holding 
parts, .of the city," one official 
said. But, the official added, the 
attacks have been “broader” —

UNITED NATIONS, (AP|: 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, Lhe man at the helm of 
Iran-lraq peace talks, is a mild- 
mannered. patrician diplomat, 
known for diligence ana discre- 
tion rather than dynamism. 

The 67-year-old Peruvian was 
acompromise candidate when he 
won his first five-year term as 
secretary-general of the 159- 
member world body in 1 98 1 . He 
later said he preferred his 
independence to a second term 
but that he was compelled by a 
sense of duly to accept one. 

Involved 

Perez de Cuellar is known for 
his caution, not his charisma, nor 
his bold initiatives. But he has 
earned wide respect for integrity 
and determination, and close 
aides say there is mettle beneath 
his pale and unassuming 
exterior. 

Initially he had few diplomatic 
successes, but he now appears to 
have his hands full of promise 
and possibilities — and already 
could bask in the success of UN 
mediation to achieve a political 


settlement and Soviet troop 
withdrawal in Afghanistan. 

The Iran-lraq war, Angola 
and South-West Africa, Cyprus, 
Western Sahara and Kampu- 
chea are all situations in which 
the United Nations has been 
involved in negotiations or is 
expected to be involved in a peace 
settlement or peacekeeping 
operations. 

Abortive 

Perez de Cuellar also presided 
over a period of UN reform and 
refurbishing of its image, from 
one of shrill anti-American and 
anti-Western invective, to one of 
softer rhetoric and consensus- 
seeking. 

At the helm of what he calls a 
more effective and respected 
international organisation, 
Perez de Cuellar also has consis- 
tently warned of the UN finan- 
cial crisis, caused by massive 
withholding by the United States 
and other members. 

When he look office he said he 
wanted to “shake up” the house 
to make the United Nations 
more effective and respected. He 
has recently been calling for

Perez de Cuellar, the. first 
Latin American to hold the 
secretary-general's post made 
his first determined but abortive 
foray into peacekeeping during 
the 1982 Falkland Islands crisis. 




For two weeks, as a British 
battle fleet neared the Falklands, 
he conducted indirect peace talks 
at UN headquarters in New 
York with British and Argentine 
envoys. Perez de Cuellar said he 
achieved substantial progress, 
but the talks collapsed when both 
sides hardened their positions 
and war erupted. 

Although a Latin American 
country was involved, the UN 
chief won highest marks for 
impartiality for the British side. 

Perez de Cuellar was a member 
of the Peruvian delegation to the 
General Assembly at its first ses- 
sion in 1946. In 1971, he was 
appointed Peru's permanent 
representative. 

In 1975, he was appointed 
secretary-general Kurt Wald- 
heim’s speical representative in 
Cyprus. In 1979, he became the 
UN undersecretary-general for 
special political affairs. He was 
the secretary-general’s personal 
representative on Afghanistan in 

Jn September 1987, he visited 
Iran ana Iraq for talks on a UN 
peace plan and has held 
numerous discussions with

We have been preparing 
the people for this. I was in the 
country in December and Jan- 
uary explaining what we're 
doing.

The government is bad in all 
areas, but especially in the north. 
There is hardly any Somali in the 
north not affected by this 
tyranny.” 

Although the SNM has been 
supported by Marxist Ethiopia, 
its struggle appears to be non- 
ideological. The same is true for 
Siad Barre, who switched 
allegiance from the Soviets to the 
Americans in 1 978 with apparen- 
tly little ideological trouble. Siad 
Barre seized power in 1969 in a 
military coup and has since held a 
tight rein on power, using his 
own Marehan clan as a power 
base. 

The SNM, dominated by the 
northern Issak clan, envisions a 
future Somalia governed by 
democratic laws and not an auth- 


oritarian personality. 

“We want the Hom(of Africa ) 
to be a zone of peace, with a 
neutral policy of mutual friend- 
ship with all,” says Samater. The 
question of US military access 
would be a matter of negotiation 
with the new Somali govern- 
ment, he says. 

For years Somalia has been 
singled out as a gross violator of 
human rights.

The US National Academy of 
Science Committee on Human 
Rights has also tried to keep the 
spotlight on Somalia by writing 
appeals to Siad Barre and send- 
ing delegations to investigate 
cases of alleged improper impr- 
_ isonment and torture. 

None of the human rights 
monitors interviewed had infor- 
mation on any possible human 
rights violations by the SNM. 

A spokesman for the Somali 
Embassy, Abdi Awaleb Jama, 
caQed the abuse charge “an old 
story of crocodile tears.” He dis- 
counted Amnesty International 
as politically motivated and said 
the Academy of Sciences find- 
ings are based on hearsay. 

A US official who follows 
Somalia commented laconically 
on the alleged recent government 
abuses and on the US govern- 
ment response: “In a situation of 
intense fighting, it would seem to 
be inevitable ... On the situation 
of human rights generally, we 
have conveyed our concerns 
privately from time to time" 

Critics of US policy say the 
US' public silence has allowed , 
Siad Barre to pursue with impun- 
ity policies thatcontribute to ins- 
tability.

Tampering with nature or scientific progress?

LOUISE BROWN, the first 
test-tube baby, whose birth 
heralded an era of hope for 
many infertile couples, is 10 
years old. 

Since the late Sixties and 
Seventies when the Steptoe- 
Ed wards team shuttled human 
eggs, protected in rabbits’ 
bellies, up and down the motor- 
way between Oldham General 
Hospilaliind The Physiological 
Laboratory at Cambridge, 
University, high technology 
reproduction has developed 
with astonishing speed. 

Now test-tube (or in vitro 
fertilisation), GIFT (the in- 
body advance on IVF), donor 
eggs, frozen embryos, 
surrogacy and multiple births 
are words that have passed into 
our language. But there is 
another side to the process of 
intervening before and at the 
moment of conception; one 
which has aroused fears that 
not far ahead may lie Orwellian 
clones, hybrid monsters and 
bizarre humans raised with 
specific genetic trails to serve in 
armies or in scientific 
laboratories. 

None of these aberrations 
has come about in humans 
(though we know from a nimal 
experiments that some at least 
are scientifically possible). Nor 
will they, declares Robert 
Edwards. We are all, he says, 
capable of deciding what 
should or should not be all- 
owed. 

Infertility 

Yet Ihe past decade's 
developments have raised eth- 
ical dilemmas lhal are difficult 
to resolve. Heading the list is 
how fur it is desirable to 
experiment on the human 
embryo in the name of science 
and humanity. This and other 
related issues, such as raising 
children with aged parents, 
surrogacy and how far we go in 
eradicating genetic defects, will 
dominate the debate during the 
next 10 years. 

Most of us do not wish to put 
back the clock, and Louise 
Brown is a potent symbol of 
progress, in reproductive 
science. Yet if there is a simple 
message us we look to an even 
speedier pace of research dur- 
ing the next decade, perhaps it 
is that scientists must open their 
doors even wider and explain in 
detail whaL they are doing. 

Professor Robert Edwards, 
Director, Bourn Hall Clinic, 
Cambridge, who with Mr 


Patrick Steptoe pioneered in 
vitro fertilisation (IVF)- 
All the things I predicted in 
the 1960s are coming true: it is 
marvellous. I knew then that 
one day we would be able to 
examine embryos to detect 
severe genetic defects. 

Now I believe we may expect 
dramatically improved success 
rales for IVF and related tech- 
niques. In a recent trial of 1 15 
women we were, with the gen- 
tlest hormonal touch, able to 
control the time of ovulation 
and prepare the womb exactly 
for implantation. 

Of course there are a lot of 
ethical decisions ahead and I 
accept that there is much fear. 
But 1 think there is a rational 
process about the entire 
development field now. 

In my view we have got to 
carry out embryo research, and 
perhaps eventually, but only 
with the agreement of society, 
lake it beyond the 14-day limit 
suggested. For a start, embryo 
research will throw more light 
on infertility. Further, we have 
seen recently how foetal cells 
may be used to repair defective 
tissue — the brain transplant 
surgery to help Parkinson's suf- 
ferers is an example — so now 
more people are realising the 
“futuristic" potential. 

One way ahead is to take 
“stem" cells from developing 
embryonic tissue and grow 
them into specific cells which 
could be used to repair, say, the 
damaged systems of irradiated 
adults or children with blood 
diseases such as leukaemia or 
diabetes... Every cell in our 
bodies has a precursor in the 
embryo and only by studying 
them will we discover the secret 
of the development forces that 
shape us. 

I believe we have to take up 
the challenges. Patrick Steptoe 
□ever turned away from that: 
he kept on with IVF even when 
no-one was following him. 

Genetic defects 

Robert Winston, Professor 
of Reproductive Medicine at 
Hammersmith Hospital, Lon- 
don: 

We are on the verge of a new 
era when IVF will not only be 
used for infertile couples. The 
latest gene “probes” will be 
used to detect serious genetic 
errors in embryos of mothers at 
high risk. Only healthy normal 
embryos would be replaced in 
the uterus. 

To me that is a very major 
advance, which could be 
routine by the 1990s. At the 
moment many women must go

through pregnancy after preg- 
nancy with selective termina- 
tion if pre-natal tests reveal a 
serious abnormality. 

There are at least 3.000 
serious or fatal gene defect dis- 
orders, such as cystic fibrosis 
and Dudbenne muscular dys- 
trophy, which could be probed. 
Britain is by far the most 
advanced country on this 
research, with major centres in 
London, Cambridge and Edin- 
burgh working on the tests. 

IVF may not be necessary for 
these tests. With hormones, 
supervulation could be 
encouraged, fertilised embryos 
flushed -out of the womb, 
examined and the healthy ones 
replaced. 

Sex selection 

In looking ahead I am anx- 
ious not to raise false hopes for 
infertile couples. Despile 
claims for higher success rates 
in some centres, generally the 
picture is not so encouraging. 
The figures from the Voluntary 
Licensing Authority for IVF 
clinics in this country show a 
global success rale per treat- 
ment cycle of 8.6 per cenL 

Dr Gary Hod gen. Scientific 
Director of the Jones Institute, 
Virginia USA. and a pioneer of 


high technology reproduction: 

Sexselection of IVFembryos 
will probably be available 
within three years. Chief use 
will be to detect those at risk of 
sex-linked diseases, such as 
haemophilia or muscular dys- 
trophy. Only unaffected 
embryos woutd be returned to 
the uterus. 

1 do not foresee ethical dif- 
ficulties with that. But pressure 
will build up for convenience 
sexing. A couple asking for 
only female embryos to be 
replaced because they already 
have two sons is a very different 
situation from a childless cou- 
ple demanding a son. 

Microinjection, or putting 
the most viable sperm directly 
into the egg, will soon be com- 
mon to help infertile men with 
extremely low sperm counts. 
About 15 or so centres around 
the world are working on this! 

Freezing and storing human 
oocytes or eggs, as we now 
freeze embryos and sperm, will 
become routine. Storing an egg 
is ethically much more conven- 
ient than keeping an embryo: 
there is no question of a life at 
stake. 

The reproductive age of 
women could soon be extended 


well into their fifties, through 
use of donated eggs or stored 
eggs and hormone manipula- 
tion. Already some women 
have become mothers in their 
fifties. We should also learn 
how to control the rate at which 
a woman’s ovaries loses viable 
eggs so that we can extend the 
“natural" childbearing life- 
span. 

But a society with increasing 
numbers of parents of grand- 
parental age will mean tough 
questions about whether 
medical “progress’ is taking us 
way beyond what is in the best 
interests of children. 

At the other end of the scale, I 
believe we will soon be able to 
identify women whose child- 
bearing clock runs out around 
the age of 35 because of 
prematurely declining egg sup- 
ply. 

Ethics 

Sir Bernard Braine, Con- 
servative MP for Castle Point, 
Essex, and Chairman of the 
All-party Parliamentary-Pro 
Life Committee: 

Steptoe and Edwards have 
brought great joy to infertile 
co uples and I would not wan t to 
interfere with that legitimate 
use of science. 

But we are against any 
experimentation with early 
human embryos. There is a 
deep-rooted abhorrence on 
ethical and moral grounds, as 
there is for tearing out the 
human foetus from the mother 
and using bits of it for such 
things as transplants.. 

One has to take a moral stand 
on this, or we easily travel down 
the road that leads — and the 
Warnock inauiry into embryo 
research itself recognised this 


— to cloning, crossfertilisation 
of the species, sex selection and 
soon. 

Our advice from distingui- 
shed medical and scientific con- 
sultants is that research into the 
cause and treatment of Down's 
syndrome and other genetic 
disorders does not require the 
use of embryos for sucoess. Of 
course scientists will say that we 
must have a statutory body to 
monitor the work: this is a civil- 
ised, ordered country, not Nazi 
Germany. But suppose we did 
decide that a 14-day-old 
embryo was the time limit for 
research. What happens when 
somebody says this is not 
enough for muscular dystro- 
phy or whatever and it should 
really be 28 or 56 days?. 

Where will the money come 
from? Many people I have dis- 


cussed this with have a strong 
suspicion that these 
experiments are all about 
producing a perfect contracep- 
tive. I am not deeply religious, 
but personally I don’t really i 
believe we should tamper too 
much with God's work. 

I find it utterly incongruous 
that Parliament is eventually to 
be permitted a free vote on 
embryo experimentation, but 
that the government cannot 
find time for a final vote on 
abortion, when it is clear that a 
majority in Parliament wishes 
to reduce the time limits. 

Embryo research 

David Weatherall, Nuffield 
Professor of Clinical Medicine, 

. University of Oxford: 

The scientific fallout in 
embryo research will be enor- 
mous over the next few years. 
We will probably start to get a 
real understanding of baffling 
conditions such as cancer, 
blood disorders and ageing. 

So far nothing has been done 
that is out of line with normal 
rfinirai practice. U is, for ins- 
tance, important to understand 
that there is no question of 
altering genes in a way that 
could be passed on to future 
generations. I cannot think of a 
single reason why anyone 
would consider cloning, 
chimeras, or other gene fan- 
tasies. 

However, we need constant 
open debate if we are to reach 
constructive ethical decisions. 

It may sound pompous, but I 
believe we have to go into 
schools and start to educate 
children properly m biology. 
Then debate about such mat- 
ters in the House of Commons 
might be less abysmal. 

Regulation 

Mary Warnock, Mistress of 
Girton and Chainnan of the 
1984 Committee of Inquiry 
into Embryology: 

Perhaps the chief argument 
in favour of embryo and other 
reproductive research is that it 
is an very much to the benefit of 
future generations of babies. 

Butthereis a battle to be won 
during the next decade. Along- 
side a lot of ignorance about 
what is involved in this ' 
research, there is genuine and 
increasing fear that researchers 
may change the course of 
nature. 

The worst i fear is that a 
fundamentalist wave of opin- 
ion formed by a loose alliance 
of religious and anti-genetic- 
engineering groups may lead to 
restrictions on research.

Proliferation of in vitro centres in US

NORFOLK. Virginia (AP): 
Doctor* and nurses in scrub 
suits wheeled another patient 
into ihe operating room for a 
brief procedure placing fer- 
tilized eggs in her womb. 

Everyone involved hoped 
the eggs would cling there and 
grow into a pregnancy, but 
everyone knew they probably 
would not. 

The scene played out on a 
video monitor above the heads 
of Georgcanna and Howard 
Jones, whose In Viiro fertiliza- 
tion clinic gels credit for about 
400 'icsi-lube babies.' includ- 
ing the first in the USA. 

In a month, the woman on 
the screen would receive a 
phone call, telling her whether 
or not she was pregnant. 
Roughly three times in four. 


even at the best centres like the 
Jones Institute for Reproduc- 
tive Medicine at Eastern Vir- 
ginia Medical School, the ans- 
wer is no. 

“It’s always hard," said the 
77-year-old Dr Howard, as 
colleagues call him. 

“But.” said Dr Georgen- 
anna, who’s 76, "it more thaw 
compensates when you call to 
say yes.” 

In Vitro fertilization has 
become routine medicine, a 
multimiilion-dollar business 
and a catalyst of new ethical 
debate with each research 
advance. 

At least 169 In Vitro centres 
operate in 41 states in the US 
alone, and with the prolifera- 
tion have come questions that 
practitioners and policy-mak- 
ers are now being pressed to 
answer: 

— Why isn’t success more com-

— Why does In Vitro cost so 
much — $4,000 to $6,000 on 
average per attempt — and 
should insurance companies or 
taxpayers help pay the bill? 
—Why has the federal govern- 
ment maintained a de facto 
moratorium on financing 
research? 

— Have some clinics taken 
advantage of a vulnerable 
patient population to make a 
profii? 

“Some clinics are selling false 
hope." asserted Gary Ellis, 
director of a just-completed 
study of infertility for the con- 
gressional office of technology 
assessment. 

"A clinic knows if it has had 
any babies bom. A clinic that 
keeps admitting people in the 
front door and does not have 


any births — I ask you: what 
are they selling? They're selling, 
false hope.” 

He and others stressed that 
only a minority of clinics fell 
into that category. But the vast 
market for infertility services 
— 2 million to 3 million 
American couples unable to 
have babies — enhances the 
danger of charlatanry and 
fraud. 

“You can charge these peole 
more, because they’re more 
desperate,” said Gina de 
Miranda, who founded a con- 
sumer protection group in 
Texas for infertile people after 
her own years of frustration 
and sadness. 

“What you’ve had is a whole 
lot of dirties opening all over 
the United States with varying 
rates ofsuccess. And in order to 
break even they've got to gel 
more patients in and charge

FLU CAN LEAD TO PNEUMONIA 
IN THE ELDERLY 


QUESTION: I’m older than 70. Should 1 get 
a flu shot? 

ANSWER: Yes. Older people like your- 
«!f do need to be vaccinated for both 
influenza and pneumonia. The vaccines are 
.safe and help prevent pneumococcal 
pneumonia and most types of flu. Ru can 
lead to pneumonia in the elderly. 

Older folk need vaccination more than 
people youngerthan 50. The usual mortality 
rate for pneumococcal pneumonia is 1 5 per 
cent (ra, even with modern antibiotics. 15 
per cent of those who catch pneumococcal 
pneumonia die of it). But in people older 
than 50. the mortality rate is 40 per cent, 
because older people often have other 
underlying diseases, such as heart failure, 
diabcics or kidney failure. 

Nursing homes, unfortunately, are a 
prime location to catch flu and pneumonia 
and both vaccinations are highly recom- 
mended for all nursing home residents. The 
main risk of vaccination is a local swelling at 
the site of the shot or a mild fever. The 
benefits outweigh this risk. Don't tell me. 
that at your age. you’re still afraid of a little 
injection? 


QUESTION: Is it true lhal the sons of 
alcoholic fathers become emotionally 
impaired? 

ANSWER: Although popular opinion 
has been saying that children of alcoholics 
have emotiona I problems, a recent study has 
shown lhal the problems may not be as 
severe as has been thought. 

The study evaluated families with an alco- 
holic father, families with a depressed father 
and families with no history of mental or 
alcohol-related problems. Sons of alcoholic 
or depressed fathers had more problemsand 
less social competency than sons of normal 
fathers, but daughters of alcoholic or 
depressed fathers had lower total 
behavioural problems. This appears to 
show that sons of alcoholics suiter more 
than daughters. 

However, the study also showed that only 
a small percentage of the children had severe 
dysfunction ( 1 3 per cent of the children of 
alcoholic fathers and 8 per cent of the chil- 
dren of depressed fathers). Living with alco- 
holic fathers is nevereasy but the researchers 
see this as evidence that the harmful 
influence of an alcoholic parent may be 


exaggerated. 

QUESTION: After ail the uproar about 
toxic shock syndrome, 1 haven't heard any 
explanation as to what causes the syndrome 
itself. Can you enlighten me? 

ANSWER: Toxic shock syndrome, or 
TSS. originally was associated only with the 
use of super-absorbent tampon products by 
women during menstruation. However, we 
now know that between 2 per cent to 3 per 
cent of TSS cases are reported in men. In 
some manner not yet determined, the tam- 
pons help create an environment hospitable 
to the growth of bacteria, which in turn leads 
to a variety of symptoms, including fever, 
headache, vomitting and diarrhoea. Severe 
or untreated cases can lead to more serious 
complications and death in 3 per cent lo 10 
per cent of cases involved. 

The culprit has been identified as a bac- 
teria by the name of staphylococcus aureus, 
which produces two distinct strains of toxin 
believed to be at the root of TSS ailments: 
enierotoxin F and staphylococcal pyrogenic 
exotoxin C. These toxins have been found in 
almost all cases of TSS. 
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them as much as they can.” she 
said. 

Mrs De Miranda, whose lob- 
bying made Texas one of the 
five states, along with 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Hawaii and Arkansas, to 
rra uire insurance companies to 
offer coverage of In Vitro, adv- 
ises anyone thinking of the 
procedure to ask questions. 

Patients need to know more 
than the basics ofln Vitro: the 
hormonal stimulation of the 
woman to produce more than 
one egg in a month, the retrieval 
by doctors of as many eggs as 
| possible, the mixing of those 
eggs with the husband's sperm 
in a pelri dish, and the implant- 
ing of fertilized eggs, or 
embryos, in the uterus. 

A recent report by 41 US In 


Vitro centres claimed a com- 
bined rate of clinical preg- 


nancy, determined by detecta- 
ble fetal heartbeat, of 17 per 
cent per embryo transfer. Cal- 
culating miscarriages and other 
loss, the chance of having a 
baby after one embyro transfer 
was 11 percent. 

The centres surveyed were 
among tbe nation's most suc- 
cessful — scores of others still 
have recorded no births. 

The Jones Institute reported 
that 500 patients underwent 
736 stimulation cycles last year. 
In 537 cases, embyros were 
transferred. Of course, 1 techn- 
ical pregnancies occurred, or 23 
percent per attempted stimula- 
tion; 29.5 per cent per embiyo 
transfer. The miscarriage rate 
was 24 per cent.

Inflation rising but Lawson stays confident 


LONDON. July 31. (Agencies): 
The rate or inflation, already at 
its highest for more than two 
years, is likely to go on rising well 
into next year. Nigel Lawson, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
conceded last week as the 
go\ eminent came under ren- 
ewed attack over the growing 
balance of payments deficit. 

But, in an upbeat end-of-term 
message to Tory MPs. Lawson 
insisted that the government 
would overcome the difficulties 
besetting the economy and 
sought to play down the sig- 
nificance of last month's trade 
deficit of more than £1 billion. 

Disclosing for the first time the 
view that inflation would go on 
rising beyond the end of 1988, 
Lawson said: “Inflation is now 
likely to edge up in the second 
half of the year and the first half 
of next year before coming back 
down again." 

Action 

At the time of the budget in 
March, the Treasury predicted 
an inflation rale of about four 
per cent at the end of the year. 

Lawson admitted recently that 
inflation would be higher than 
that by December, and some 
forecasters have predicted it 
could go us high as six percent.

SEOUL. South Korea. July 31. 
( AP): South Korea plans to open 
its market wider and peg the sur- 
plusatSf* billion by 1990 because 
of un unexpected economic 
growth this year, official said 
yesterday.

Korea's rapid economic growth 
in the last two years forced the 
government to reduce its trade 
surplus to avoid trade frictions 
with other countries. 

Linder its revised programme, 
they said the trade surplus was 
projected at $7.2 billion this year 
and $6 billion by 1990. South 
Korea'* trade surplus was listed 
at $7.7 billion last year. 

EPB officials said the govern- 
ment plans to red ucc the nation's 
current account surplus to $6 
billion by 1990 as the surplus is 
expected to exceed 510 billion 
this year. 

Growth 

They said the gross national 
product is expected to grow 10 
per cent, in real terms this year, 
compared loa 1 2 percent growth 
lu>l year. By 1991. they said 
South Korea's per capita GNP 
would reach 55.500. about 
SI.50O more than the original 
target. 

The government wants to pull 
the growth rale down to 8 per 
cent in 19X9 and 7.5 per cent in 
1990. with its outstanding 
foreign debt set at S23 billion

Argentine

Spokesmen for the fund 
refused to give any official infor- 
mation on the visit.

The embassy spokesman. 
Mario Dei Carril. said the 
Argentines also saw LISTrcusury 
officials and continuing their 
talks yesterday. He added that he 
did not know' when they would 
leave. 

The Argentines are trying to 
get new loans to pay the interest 
on foreign debts. From the fund 
itself they are hoping to get S 1 .2 
billion, with other money coming 
from the governments, other 
intergovernmental bodies and 
commercial banks, all of which

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Last month, inflation jumped 
to 4.6 per cent, its highest level 
since February, 1986.

The danger is that things 
are still deteriorati ng, and we will 
see £ 1 5 billion.” 

The figures mean that interest 
rates are likely to rise again later 
in the year, in order to cool the 
economy. 

Exports rose by £277 million 
to £6.82 billion last month, while 
imports were up by £1 54 million 
to £8.34 billion. The trade deficit, 
of £1.52 billion, turned into a 
current account deficit of £1.02 
billion after allowing for the 
estimated £ 500-mil lion surplus 


on services and other invisible 
trade. 

Bryan Gould, Labour’s Trade 
and Industry spokesman, des- 
cribed the figures as “appalling.” 
He said: ‘“Britain's permanent 
trade gap reveals that the gover- 
nment's ability to expand 
demand by blowingup consumer 
credit is not matched by any 
corresponding improvement in 
the country’s ability to supply 
goods.”

Insufficient food, shortages must be ended: Gorbachev 


MOSCOW. July 3l.(AP): Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev has 
sought urgent action from top 
Communist Party officials to 
solve nagging daily problems of 
his countrymen, including some 
food shortages and hours of 
queuing for goods and services. 

“in our work we have become 
involve? with many economic 
affairs, while sometimes 
overlooking issues directly bear- 
ing on people's lives,” Gorba- 
chev acknowledged, in com- 
ments published today by the 
Communist Party daily Pravda. 

Gorbachev made the remarks 
yesterday, during a meeting of 
the Communist Party’s Central 
Committee. 

Goals 

That plenary session of the 
party's policy-making body 
adopted broad goals for making 
Soviet government more respon- 
sive and for democratising 
political life, but Gorbachev said 
the country's leadership must 
also act swiftly to better the lot of 
citizens. 

“The resolution of the highly 
important issues determining the 
living standards of the people is 


long overdue, and the lag in that 
field has become chronic,” the 
Soviet leader said. 

At a four-day national party 
conference that ended on July 1, 
many delegates complained that 
Gorbachev's ambitious econ- 
omic and social reforms had 
failed to put meat on the shelves 
of their local stores or better the 
quality and assortment of con- 
sumer goods on sale. 

Plan 

Until their own life improves, 
many people will remain uncon- 
vinced that Gorbachev's 
programme for “perestroika.” 
or nationwide reconstruction, is 
working, the Communist Party 
chief has acknowledged. 

Gorbachev said the party's 1 3- 
member ruling Politburo has a . 
proposed plan of action to 
improve “food, trade, consumer 
goods and services, that is, every- 
thing that directly concerns peo- 
ple, .that is related to their daily 
needs and concerns.” 

He said even Soviet defence 
industry plants should be 
ordered to produce consumer 
goods that are now in short sup- 
ply. 


Bread and some other food 
products are abundant and chea- 
ply priced in state-run Soviet 
food stores, but the selection of 
fruits and vegetables is far more 
limited than in the West, and in 
some areas, products like sugar 
and meal are still rationed. 

Gorbachev said it was possible 
to increase wholesale purchases 
of cattle and poultpr by 2.5 
million tons, and milk by 4.3 
million tons, in 1990. the final 
year of thecurrent five-year plan. 

By that year, he said, the coun- 
try could be producing enough to 
meet recommended dietary 
norms for its citizens in some 
staples. 

“We won't be able to do so as 
regards meat and fruits in this 
period,” Gorbachev ppjted. “Bqt 
there too, the situation could be 
mended serioulsy.” 

Remarks 

Gorbachev directed some of 
his most poignant remarks at a 
problem that has long seemed 
synonymous with life, Soviet 
style — the frequent need to 
stand in line.

TOKYO, July 31: Apparent 
progress toward ending the 
eight-year-old I ran- Iraq war is 
encouraging news for Japanese 
and South Korean trading, con- 
struction and manufacturing 
companies. Their multibillion-

688. Shares of (he major con- 
struction companies — Hyundai

“Peopleexpecl good construc-

Reconstruction 

The Overseas Construction 
Association of Korea estimates 
that Iran will invest $42 billion in 
reconstruction in the next five 
years, while Iraq will invest S29 
billion. Korean officials estimate 
that Korean companies could 
win $ I billion to S5 billion of that 
work each year. 

Japanese and Korean com- 
panies have waited a long time 
for peace. Throughout the Gulf 
war. they have kept represen- 
tative offices in Tehran and 
Baghdad while losing billions of 
dollars in unpaid loans and 
damages to oil refineries and 


other large-scale construction 
projects they were working on. 

Japanese and Korean com- 
panies say their perseverance 
during the bad times should give 
them first crack when times are 
good. “There is a strong feeling 
among Japanese businessmen 
that, hey, we were there with you 
during the missile attacks,” says 
Akira Mizuguchi, a project man- 
ager at the Middle East Institute 
of Japan, a government-spon- 
sored think tank in Tokyo. 

Consumer electronics giant 
Matsushita Electric Industrial 
Co., for instance, kept its plant in 
Iran open despite bombing 
damage. Now the company 
expects domestic demand to pick 
up for the rice cookers and other 
appliances the factory makes. 

With expectations high in 
Japan and South Korea, analysts 
expect fierce competition bet- 
ween the two for new business in 
Iran and Iraq. The Koreans 
believe they have paid greater 
dues than the Japanese and can 
thus expect a greater share of 
business than they had in the 
boom years of the late 1 970s and 
early 1980s.

KUALA LUMPUR, July 31: 
The Malaysian economy perfor- 
med strongly in the first quarter 
of the year registering a growth 
rate of 7.5 per cent.

This was disclosed by the 
Deputy Governor of Bank 
Negara (Malaysia's Central 
Bank), Dr Lin See- Y an at the 
10th Asian Securities Analysis 
Council (ASAQ conference in 
Kuala Lumpur recently. 

Malaysia's gross domestic 
product (GDP) grew by six and 
seven per cent respectively in the 
third and fourth quarters of last 
year. Bank Negara has forecast a 
GDP growth of 5.3 per cent for 
the whole of this year against 4.7 
per cent last year. 

Significant 

Growth in the manufacturing 
sector has remained particularly 
strong. The other sectors which 
contributed to the growth were 
mining, services and construc- 
tion. 

Dr Lin said it was significant 
that construction which recor- 
ded negative growth rate in the 
preceding 12 quarters has finally 


turned round oh the impact of 
Malaysian yen loans on GNP 
and government expenditure, he 
said that Malaysia had been pay- 
ing across the board although 
there were certain debts that (fid 
not have pre-payment terms. 

He added that the annua] 
inflation bad been in the region 
of one per cent for the past 30 
months. Presently, it is margin- 
ally over one percent. 

Meanwhile, Malaysia has all- 
owed foreign stockbroking com- 
panies to increase their equity in 
local . broking companies to 49 
per cent from 30 pear cent earlier.

With foreign participation in 
the corporatisation programme, 
pie image of the local stockbrok- 
ing companies will be enhanced, 
Dr Mahathir said. 

The Malaysian governments 
move to corporatise the stock- 


broking companies is aimed at 
improving the financial strength 
of the industry. It will also allow 
corporations to take a lead in 
makingthe Kuala Lumpur Stock 
Exchange an international stock 
exchange. 

Initially, entry was regulated, 
with only selected corporate par- 
ticipants being allowed to par- 
ticipate in stock broking com- 
panies. Licences were issued to 
three of the largest banks in late 
1987. 

Mahathirsajd that be was con- 
fident that the economy will 
record a real gross domestic 
product growth of more than five 
per cent, this year. Some econ- 
omists, however, expect an even 
higher growth rate of between six 
and seven per cenL 

He said the public companies 
listed on the Kuala Lumpur 
Stock Exchange reasonably 
profitable despite the sluggish 
economic conditions which 
prevailed during the past few 
years. Growth in corporate 
profits during these years was at 
13.2 per cent.

Indonesia sees no need 
to cut oil output quotas 


JAKARTA, July 31, (Reuter): 
Indonesia sees no need for an 
OPEC emergency meeting to dis- 
cuss cuts in production quotas. 
Mines and Energy Minister Gin- 
andjar Kartasasmita said today. 

“If there is an emergency meet- 
ing that means q uotas will be cut 
and that would be useless,” he 
told reportersafteraceremony at 
his office. “But if it were called to 
discuss other issues, then it could 
take place." 

Secretary-General Subroto, 
also an Indonesian, told Reuters 
in Abu Dhabi on Friday next 
week’s meeting of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries price committee in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, “will 
focus on prices and whether it 
will cal] emergency talks.” 
Quota 

Subroto went to Abu Dhabi 
amid persistent reports the U AE 
was exceeding its 948,000 barrels 
per day (BPD) OPEC produc- 
tion quota and had decided to 
boost output to 1 .5 million. 


Referring to the alleged quota 
violations by the U AE and other 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
Ginandjar said: ‘There is no need 
to cut quotas, it’s useless to cut 
quotas if there is overproduc- 
tion.’ 

“I think there is a need to cut 
the overproduction by around 
800,000 to one million barrels a 
days. 1 think that is the amount 
that is being over-produced." he 
said. 

The pricing committee, group- 
ing ministers from Saudi Arabia. 
Indonesia, Algeria, Venezuela 
and Nigeria, can call a full meet- 
ing of the 13-member organisa- 
tion if it decides spot prices have 
deviated loo far from the organ- 
isation's S18 a barrel official 
level. 

Indonesia, meanwhile, was 
sticking to official selling prices 
for its crude oil in negotiations 
with Japanese buyers. Ginandjar 
said. 


Swissair gets new president 


OTTO Loepfe is to take over 
from Robert Slaubli as president 
of the Swiss national carrier 
Swissair today. 

The company's corporate 
organisation has been restruc- 
tured with eJTect from the same 
date, with a view to enhancing 
flexibility and aligning the com- 
pany more closely to the market- 
place over the next few years. 

Otto Loepfe joined Swissair in 
1969, after graduating in 
mechanical engineering from the 
Swiss Federal Institute of Tech- 
nology in Zurich and gaining a 
Master of Science degree from 
Stanford University, USA. He 
was subsequently appointed 
rice-president engineering and 
maintenance and vice-president 
information systems. His most 
recent involvement has been in 
studying questions of inter- 
national airline operation and in 
the establishment of the Galileo 
Distribution System currently 
being developed by Swissair and 
nine other airlines. 

Robert Slaubli is retiring after 
six years as president and serving 
Swissair for more than 40 years. 
He remains chairman of Swissair 


Associated Companies Lid. until 
spring 1 989. 

Asa result of the restructuring. 
Swissair's executive man- 
agement now comprises the 
beads of the eleven departments, 
in addition to two delegates to 
the president and the president of 
Swissair Associated Companies 
Lid. A wholly-owned subsidiary 
of the airline. Erich Geillinger. 
head of the external relations 
department, has been named 
deputy president. 

A major facet of the restruc- 
turing is thaL it gives increased 
authority to the groups of staff 
responsible for individual routes 
with sixteen route managers now 
having authority for a specific 
route area. In addition, the 
chain-of-coramand has been 
trimmed, resulting in shorter 
decision-making channels and 
response times. 

Swissair has a staff of over 
18,000 and carried nearly eight 
million passengers in 1987. It 
operates a fleet of 54 aircraft with 
an average age of just 6 years. 
Services are currently provided 
to a total ofl 05 destinations in 67 
countries. 


KD deposit

One dealer said banks were 
selling dollars, boosting dinar 
liquidity already high from 
government salary payments.

Overnight funds were offered 
at 1/2 percent and tomorrow and 
spot-next at one per cent, but 
there were no reported deals. 

A 100 million dinar (S357 
million) three-month Treasury 
bill issue on Wednesday has so 
far failed to move the market, 
mainly because a previous issue 
for the same amount matures on 
the same day. 

Easier 

The fixed periods were about 
1/8 point easier at 5-1/4, five per 
cent for the onc-monih. 5- 1 /2. I / 
4 per cent for the two-month, six. 
5-5/8 per cent for the three- 
month. 6-1/4. six per cent for ihe 
six-month and 6- 1 .2. six per cent 
for the one-year. 

Deals were reported ai 5-1.2 
per cent for the two-month and 
6-1/8 per cent for the six-month. 

Meanwhile. Saudi riyal 
deposit rates were stable on Sun- 
day in a quiet market still gearing 
up’ for trade after the 10-day 
Muslim Ha i( pilgrimage) holiday 
in the kingdom.

Dealers reported virtually no 
activity, but expected business to 
return to normal on Monday 
when European banks opened 
for business after the weekend. 
Saudi banks reopened on Satur- 
day after a 10-day break as the 
Haj reached its climax. 

Dealers predicted that rales 
would not respond until later in 
the week to the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency's offering on 
Saturday of 1.5 billion riyals 
($400 million) in development 
bonds.

Myricks jumps to victory 


CAORLE, Italy, July 31, 
( Reuter): Lany Myricks scored a 
handsomely cleareut long jump 
victory yesterday when he com- 
peted in Italy for the first time 
since a rigging scandal robbed 
him of a World Championship 
medal last year. 

Myricks leapt 8.31 metres to 
win by the hefty margin of 59 
centimetres from second-placed 
Gianni Becatti of Italy at the 
Caorle International Meeting in 
northern Italy. 

The jump was well below the 
8.74 meLres he achieved in the US 
Olympic trials earlier this month 
when he finished a mere two cen- 
timetres behind Olympic and 
world champion Carl Lewis. But 
it was comfortably longer than 
the efforts of his rivals in Caorle. 

Judged 

Myricks was edged out of third 
place in the World Champion- 
ship long jump final in Rome last 
September when Italian 
Giovanni Evangelist] was judged 
to have overtaken the American 
on his sixth and last leap. 

But last April the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic 
Federation (IAAF) performed 
an about-face and decided to 
ignore Evangelisti's final jump 
after the Italian Olympic Com- 
mittee (CONI) had ruled it had

been falsely measured. 

In March the committee 
recommended disciplinary 
action against eight athletics 
officials, including five judges. 
Sue men later resigned. 

Evangelisti was a spectator at 
the even L He had declined earlier 
this week to compete, saying he is 
not on form after over-training 


this Olympic season. 

Evangelisti. who played no 
part in the measurement scandal 
which rocked Italian athletics, 
returned his medal in December 
after the deception surrounding 
his jump was revealed. 

“This was just Ijke any other 
meet," the 32-year-old Myricks 
said. “I didn't come for revenge. 


“I’m sorry Evangelisti didn't 
jump. It would have made things 
a lot more interesting. 1 ’ 

Wolfgang Schmidt led team- 
mate AlwinWagnerto a one-two 
West German sweep in the dis- 
cus. Schmidt threw 63.58 metres, 
with Wagner placing second on 
60.34. 

Jose Barbosa of Brazil led 
from the start to win the men's 
800 metres in a leisurely one min- 
ute, 48.35 seconds. Alberto 
Giumares of Brazil placed 
second (1:48.79) ahead of 
American Ray Brown (1:49.10). 

American Thomas Jefferson 
won the men’s 200 metres in 
20.86 ahead of Gilles Quene- 
herve of France. 

Kim Gallagher, whose 1:58.01 
in the women’s 800 metres was 
the best at the US trials, main- 
tained her winning form by tak- 
ing yesLerday's race in 2:01-83. 

Olympic champion Evelyn 
Ashford, who lost her 1 00 metres 
world record to fellow-American 
Florence Griffith-Joyner two 
weeks ago, suffered a surprise 
reverse over the distance against 
Nigerian Mary Onyali. 

Neither clocked a fast time in 
the windy afternoon heal, with 
Onyali crossing the line in 1 1.72 
seconds and Ashford appearing 
to relax into the finish in 1 1 .86.

Former swimming star in 
line for Olympic return 


LEEDS, England, July 31, 
(Reuter): Margaret Hohmann, 
who retired from swimming after 
the 1980 Moscow Games, made 
virtually certain of a remarkable 
Olympic return at the advanced 
swimmingage of 31 at the British 
Championships yesterday. 

Hohmann, who returned to 
the sport after the birth ofher son 
two years ago, oulswam several 
rivals barely half her age (o finish 
second behind Suki Brownsdon 
in the final of the 100 metres 
breaststroke and put herself in 
line for her third Olympics. 

The championships are the 
final trials for the British Olym- 
pic squad and the first two in 
each event are almost sure to be 
selected for the Seoul Gaines. 
The squad will be announced 
tomorrow. 

Hohmann, who celebrates her 
32nd birthday the day before the 
heals in Seoul, gained a silver 
medal in the 4x100 metres 
medley relay at the Moscow 


Olympics as the then Maggie 
Kelly. 

She first competed inter- 
nationally in 1973 and made her 
Olympic bow at the 1976 Mon- 
treal Games. - 

Brownsdon docked one min- 
ute 11.89 seconds, with Hoh- 
mann second in 1:12.50, 0.30 
seconds ahead of third-placed 
Lorraine Coombes. “It was a 
right scrap. It wasn’t about a fast 
time. It was just a race, and I 
knew it was poing to be close.” 
Hohmann said. 

“When I first came back 1 
didn't think about the Olympics 
because I didn’t know if I really 
wanted to do it. 1 was only in the 
comeback half-heartedly in the 
beginning, but my coach Keith 
Bewley kept me going.” 

June Croft, another member 
of the 1980 silver-medal relay 
squad, fared less well than her 
former team-mate, finishing a 
disappointing sixth in the 100 
metres freestyle.

CANTON, Ohio, July 31, 
(Reuter): The pro football 
Hall of Fame held a 
homecoming yesterday, 
inducting four greats of the 
game who were all born 
within 200 km of the shrine. 

The inductees — wide 
receiver Fred BiietinikolT, 
tight end and coach Mike 
Duka, linebacker Jack Ham 
and defensive end Alan Page 
— raised the Hall of Fame 
membership to 144. 

BileiinikofT, 45, played 14 
seasons with the Oakland 
Raiders. The slender receiver, 
famed for his sure hands, 
caught 589 passes, scored 76 
touch-downs and played in 
four pro bowls and two Super 
Bowls. 

The 48-year-old Ditka. 
now the successful head coach 
of the Chicago Bears, starred 
for 12 seasons with Chicago. 
Philadelphia and Dallas. 
Dilka. the first tight end 
inducted, caught 427 passes 
for 43 touchdowns in his play- 
ing career. 

Ferocious 

Ham. 39, was a stalwart on 
the great Pittsburgh Steelers 
'Steel curtain* defences of the 
1970s. A ferocious tackier, he 
snared 32 interceptions in his 
12 seasons and was a member 
of four Super Bowl tcanu>. 

Page, slender compared to 
most defensive linemen, relied 
on quickness and agility to do 
his part on the famed ‘Purple 
People Eaters." defence of the 
Minnesota Vikings.

Chung tried to steal title, says Honeyghan comeback

He tried to 
steal the tide. He was getting 
tired. He got disillusioned. I 
don’t understand guys like that. 
A fighter gets hit like that doesn’t 
react like that, you don’t lie fiat 
you gel into a ball. Obviously he 
hasn’t been hit in the ... like that. 

“He should have no respect for 
himself." the Briion said. 

Starling, -9. was winning on 
two of the three judges cards and 
was even on the third card in his 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA J title fight against Colom- 


bian Tomas Molina res when the 
challenger landed a punch after 
the bell sounded ending the sixth 
round. 

The American crashed to the 
canvas and was counted out. 

There is no doubt that the 
punch landed after the bell, but 
referee Joe Cortez ruled it came 
as the bell sounded. 

Starling’s manager, Mort 
Sharnik, insisted yesterday that 
the punch was thrown well after 
the bell and the fight at least 
should have been ruled a tech- 
nical draw or no contest. 

Then “Marlon Starling would 
have been carried out on a stret- 
cher with his belt around his 
chest,” Sharnik said. 

Sharnik said Cortez "blew it” 
and that Sharnik would protest 
against the decision and maybe 
even sue “under Lhe premise that 
Marion was deprived of u valua- 
ble economic right — his cham- 
pionship.” 

Sharnik said the WBA 
"should mandate that Molinares 
— the world champion, and we 
wish him well — fight Starling.” 

Starling strained his right 
ankle and flew home to Connec- 
ticut after the fight. His foot was 
placed in a cast, but was expected 
to begin training in a week or 
two. 

Starling, in a telephone 
interview, said: “1 remember the 
bell and lhaL’s all. Idid a quick 
tumaway and I don’t remember

Molinares, 23. won the title on 
only his second fight outside his 
country. 


Starling's loss interrupted 
plans for a rich unification match 
against Honeyghan this autumn.

Mickey Duff, said yesterday that 
if Siarling “wants a fight, Lloyd 
Honeyghan will fight him.” 

Honeyghan landed the low 
blow 42 seconds into the fifth 
round. 

The low blow came after Hon- 
eyghan had switched to south- 
paw in the fourth round during 
which Chung appeared to be 
confused and off balance. 

“The Koreans, they're strong 
guys. They can take a shot. I was 
hitting hip some good shots on 
the chin,” Honeyghan said. 

“He was getting tired and in 
the fourth round he didn't know 
whether he was coming or 
going,” Honeyghan said.

Honeyghan won the title back 
from Vaca last March. 

Honeyghan said, and WBC 
officials concurred, that as he 
threw the punch. Chung was 
pulling Honeyghan’s head 
down, making the punch land 
even lower. 

”1 don't want to win fights like 
this," Honeyghan said. “I’m not 
going to refuse iL though."

(Reuter): Former Lhree-tinie 
world champion Wilfredo 
Gomez of Puerto Rico made a 
successful comeback after 26 
months away from ring by- 
knocking out Mexican Mario 
Gonzalez in lhe sixth round of a 
scheduled 10-round bout yester- 
day.

Sanchez teamed up with com- 
patriot Sergio Casal to beat 
Perez-Roldan and his Swedish 
partner Magnuss Gusiafsson 7-6 
(7-5) 6-3 in the doubles final.

Jon Agnew and 
Phil Defreilas are thought to be 
the leading candidates lo fill 
Dilley s boots but Stewart was 
giving nothing away. He said:
